should also guarantee Louisville's proposition to pay to the board the sum 
of $165,600.

$60,000 by the Fiscal Court of Jefferson countj\ and $66,000 contributed by 
such corporations as the Louisville Railway Company, the Merchants and 
Manufacturers Association.

ARGUE CASE 
BEFORE JURY 

Each Side Ends Introduction 
of Witnesses. 


Roberts Opens For Hargis 
and Callahan. 


Jouett Speaks For the Com¬ 
monwealth. 


VERDICT EXPECTED MONDAY. 


Beattyvllle. Ky.. July 14.—(Special.}— 
As fir ns the taking of testimony Is 
concerned, the trial of James Hargis 
and Ed Callahan, for the murder of 
James B. Marcum, is at an end. 

Both sides announced this afternoon 
that the evidence is In. The bitter legal 
fight, as far as the examination of wit¬ 
nesses is concerned, is over. 

Additional Instructions were given 
the Jury as follows before Mr. Roberts 
began to speak: 

'The court Instructs you that any 
act. declaration or admission of the de¬ 
fendants or either of them made after 
tho death of James B. Marcum. If any 
are proved, ore not evidence against 
either of the defendants that was not 
present at the doing of such act or at 
the making of such declaration or ad¬ 
mission (If such was madej. and that 
proof of same Is admitted for the pur¬ 
pose of affectlAgf if they do affect) 
such defendant as may have been 
proven to be present. 

The court instructed the Jury and 
James K. Roberts, who narrowly miss¬ 
ed prosecuting them for the murder, 
because he at Arst thought he was 
elected Commip wealth* a Attorney-, 
made the opening argument for the de¬ 
fense. After an adjournment for sup¬ 
per, B. R. Jouett made the opening 
argument for the Commonwealth. Ed 
Hogg will speak Monday morning for 
the defense. Floyd Byrd for the prose¬ 
cution. and Will Young will close the 
argument for his clients, while James 
P. Adams- wlU close the argument for 
the State. 

The case drugged along slowly to¬ 
day. until both sides announced ready 
to close their testimony, and the argu¬ 
ments began. The legal light waxed 
warm over the arguments by attorneys 
for favorable Instructions. The court 
added to the Instructions which were 
given out last night the instructions re¬ 
garding accomplice and instructions re¬ 
garding cert.tin testimony. Mose Felt- 
ncr for a second time was held not to 
be a conspirator, although the attorney® 
for the defense made a determined ef¬ 
fort to secure such a ruling from the 
court. 

The Jurors appeared moro alert when 
tbe speeches began than they had dur- 
tng the taking of testimony, and lis¬ 
tened with close attention to them. 
Callahan sat with the same immobile 
features w’hlch he habitually wears, 
confessing absolutely no emotion by 
the expression of his countenance. 
Hargis sat quietly by. Ills eyes have 
become restless in the past three years, 
and during the taking of testimony he 
was In almost constanf whispered con¬ 
sultation with his attorneys, suggest¬ 
ing questions to bo naked witnesses.

Testimony In Rebuttal. 


Henderson Melton was the Arst wit¬ 
ness called In the rebuttal by the Com¬ 
monwealth In the Hargts-Callahan case 
after the noon rvcessL He was ready 
to contradict the testimony of French, 
who denied that he proposed to Mow 
Feltner. beside un old log. In Leslie 
county, that Hargis wanted him to take 
charge of a sqund to kill Marcum. He 
was not allowed to testify. 

Charles Terry was recalled, and said 
rhe reputation of James Hargis. CaJ- 
lah.vn and Breck Combs Is bad. On 
cross-examination Terry said he bad 
bolted the Callahan ticket nnd was a 
candidate (tires times against Calla¬ 
han. Terry's testimony was admitted 
through an Important ruling of the 
court, allowing the Commonwealth to 
Impeach the credibility of the defend¬ 
ants ns witnesses for themselves. Both 
sides rested the case at 2:26 o'clock, 
and instructions were further argued.

LOST FORTUNE 


CAUSE OF SUICIDE OF YOUNG 
KARL FERGUSON. 


Popular In Troy, Where He Was 
Leader In Younger Set. 


Troy. N. Y.. July 14.—[SpeclaL]—The 
death of young Karl Ferguson, of Lou¬ 
isville, Ky. ,hore Thursday has cast a 
gloom over a large port of the yo\mger 
set, for young Ferguson was popular 
in Troy from the day In 1901 when he 
first came os a student at the Rensse¬ 
laer Polytechnic Institute to the night 
of his death.

Wednesday night 
Mr. Ferguson dined with friends at the 
Windsor Hotel, wlicre he nmdo liM 
horns. Shortly after midnight he re¬ 
tired. Thursday morning at 10 o’clock 
Henry W. Oulkin, the msnxger o? the 
hrrUd. rapped at his door, letting ro 
response, he went awuy. Again about 
noon he rapped, and when tlvure was no 
response, became suspicious and bud 
the door forced.' There on the bed, 
fully dressed, lay young Ferguson. h »5 
clothing soaked with blood and the re¬ 
volver with which he had committed 
the deed on the floor be«lde nlm. From 
the condition of the body It was evi¬ 
dent that the fatal shot had been dr**d 
several hours previous, probably some 
time In the night. It is considered re¬ 
markable that none of the jfuests hcuid 
the revolver shot. The weupor. use! 
was of thirty-two caliber. 

During his student days Karl Shack¬ 
leford Ferguson was popular. He 
played quarterback on the institute 
eleven and was a man of pluck and 
endurance, never afraid of n light. He 
was a member of the Chi Phi fraternity 
aai da veritable Beau Brumme! In ap¬ 
pearance. so much so that he set the 


fashions for a good part of the young¬ 
er set'of the city. He had money .utd 
spent It freely and was received Into 
the best society. One escapade In high 
•pclety in which he was involved was 
the talk of the town a year and k a half 
•go. A prominent Troy society girl was 
giving a birthday party and a merry 
set of young people was present. Dur¬ 
ing supper, when the party was In con¬ 
vivial spirits, young Ferguson spilled 
some wine on one of the young mar¬ 
ried women. Her husband protected 
and demanded an apology*. The apology 
he received was a straight Jolt on the 
nose from the shoulder of young Fer¬ 
guson, which brought the crlmuon tide 
to the surface and spaftered his Im¬ 
maculate ahlrt front with blood. That 
broke up the party, and Ferguson n**v 
er apologised. The episode was the talk 
of the town the next day. although ev¬ 
ery effort was made to hushdt up. All 
those concerned were high society peo¬ 
ple. 

The only letter left by the deceased 
was one h© had received a few days ago 
from his brother. E. H. Ferguson, of 
Paris. Ky. The young man was twen¬ 
ty-seven years old. His parents are 
both dead and two brothers survive.

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MURDER IN AIR. 

Iron Workers Kill Policeman 
On New Building. 


TERRIBLE BATTLE ON EIGHTH 
FLOOR OF STEEL FRAME. 


£ODY THROWN THROUGH GIR¬ 
DERS BY UNION MEN. 


LAB0RTR0UBLES CAUSE FIGHT 


BEST CARTOONS OP THE WEEK IN OTHER PAPERS 


High in the air. overlooking the Fif¬ 
ty-ninth street entrance to the purk. on 
the girders of the new Plaau Hotel, 
where they ore sllhoutted like black 
threads against the sky. Michael Outer, 
an ax-policeman, who was retired two 
years ago because of Injuries ho g»t 
stopping a runaway, was murdered a 
few minutes before noon yesterday by 
Ironworkers of the old Sam Parks out¬ 
fit—the HousesmKhs and Bridgomen a 
Structural Ironworkers’ Union, says the 
New York Sun. They kicked him on 
the head and body and threw him down 
from the ninth iloor girders to the sixth 
Hour. John J. Cullen and William 
O’Toole, who. with Butler, were em¬ 
ployed on Tuesday as special police¬ 
men by the Fuller Construction Com¬ 
pany to protect the nonunion men 
working on the building, were also 
beaten and kicked, but will recover. 

Carriages tuid motors were rolling 
into the park entrance whllo the unton 
men. of whom a hundred are employed 
on the building, were assaulting the 
three special policemen, and along the 
benches opposite the Shennun statue 
was the usual crowd taking Us morning 
sun bath. But only Superintendent 
Norris of the Fuller Company seems to 
have heard the cries of the ironworkers 
far above. He hurriedly summoned 
assistance by telephone and the re- 
serves of the East Fifty-first street sta- 
tion house carne on the run. They 
# • found the three special policemen 

str*.tched out on various floors and their 
Injuries were as follows: 

Michael Butler, of 2676 Broadway, 
right leg broken, fractured skull, scalp 
wounds and internal Injurtea Re¬ 
moved to the Flower Hospital, where, 
Just before he died, at 2:5o p. m., he 
identified four of his assailants* 

John J. Cullen, of 219 East Thirty- 
fourth street, sight of right eye prob¬ 
ably destroyed, left eye badly lacerated, 
contusions on face and probable In¬ 
ternal Injuries. Taken to Flower Hos¬ 
pital and later to his home. Will prob¬ 
ably recover. 

William O'Toole, of 661 West Thirty- 
eighth street, scalp wounds, nose 
broken and face and neck cut. Treat¬ 
ed by ambulance surgeou and removed 
to his home. 

Officials of the Fuller company said 
yesterday that there are now working 
on the building 100 members of the 
Housesmlths and Brldgemen’s Union, 
and a few nonunion stairbuilders. The 
hundred Ironworkers employed on the 
new hotel are the only union men now 
working on any of the big buildings 
going up in Manhattan, the Fuller peo¬ 
ple say, as the old strength of the iron¬ 
workers has been rapidly disappearing 
since Sum Paries came to grief. 

Trouble was expected by the con* 
ruction company when the union 
orkrnen came on the Job. Heavy bolts 
and nuts of Iron began to drop on the 
Stairbuilders, all of whom were work- 
f; lug on the lower floors. The bolts al¬ 
ways drop by accident, but when they 
continued to drop by accident every 
now and then on the nonunion workmen 
Supt. Norris thought It time to em¬ 
ploy the three special policemen to 
patrol the upper floors and see that the 
rain of Iron ceased. 

The three watchmen began to receive 
the attentions of the iron gang as soon 
as they reported for work, and the rea¬ 
son of their presence eume to be under¬ 
stood. Lunch hour had almost come 
yesterday, and the foreman of the Iron¬ 
workers had gone down to the street 
floor, leaving Butler, O’Toole and Cul¬ 
len walking up and down the narrow- 
girders on the ninth Hoor, when a num¬ 
ber of the union men. arnled with bolts 
and wrenches, worked tholr way as 
rapidly ns possible across the ticklish 
footing and went for Butler. 

Butler threw up his hands to save his 
head from the rain of blows showered 
on him by the powerful men that 
charged upon him. O’Toole and Cullen, 
w-ho had been at the north end of the 
building, saw the scrimmage and hur¬ 
ried to help • their companion. Before 
they could reach his side, however, 
several of the Ironworkers, so O’Toolo 
told the police, pushed Butler toward 
an opening*In the floor. He struck 
against some ironwork as he foil and 
would then have dropped all the way 
to the basement but for some planks* 
which stopped him. 

O'Toole, working his way across th© 
Iron network, came near following But¬ 
ler. He was grabbed about the body 
by a husky ironworker, who tried to 
throw him off & girder, also, but a cool¬ 
er headed union worker persuaded his 
companion not to push the "special" 
off the building. Instead O’Toole was 
thrown down on some planking on the 
floor and beaten until he was unable 
to rise. 

Another part of the gang hnd made 
for Cullen and had knocked him dow n 
near an opening between th** girders 
from which It was a sheer drop of nine 
stories. While ho was lying on this 
edge of death his right eye was almost 
tom out. his head, face and ribs were 
kicked repeat*.*dly. and when he had 
been trampled and stumped upon to the 
the best of his assailants’ ability he 
was left on a narrow bit of ironwork 
unconscious. Then the 8am Parks 
crowd returned to hammering rivets. 

O’Toole manuged to work his way to¬ 
ward the ladder, to And that the rope 
that holds It In place had been cut. 
Shaky ns it was. he got down, met 
Rupt. Norris, and told him the cause 
of tho uproar aloft. Two patrol wag¬ 
ons brought twenty-five policemen un¬ 
der Roundsman Butler. Butler and the 
reserves started to nmke the long climb 
to the ninth floor, and the roundsman 
narrowly escaped death halfway up the 
ladder leading from the eighth floor to 
the ninth. The rop^s having been cut. 
the ladder swayed and fell under him, 
and he tumbled to the girders of the 
eighth floor, where he held on to save 
himself from falling to the street. 

When the police got to the ninth 
floor level at lust they found n crowd 
of unionists busy over their work. But¬ 
ler wus picked up unconscious, und. 
with his two companions, sent to the 
hospital. 

Before the injured men were taken 
away O’Toole. the least knocked-out of 
the three. Identified positively four of 
the special policeman s assailants, who 
Were put under arrest, charged with 
assault. After Butler’s death the 
charge ivas changed to homicide. 




MAY TRY DEAD MAN 

FOR MURDER OF GIRL 


Ownership of Money In Bank Would

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LOUISVILLE CAPTURES 
STATE FAIR WITH 
$ 165,000

was Joseph W. Porter, of Lexington. 
He began by attacking Louisville as a 
location for the State Fair, urging that 
It should not be located In a busy city, 
but in the farming and stock raising 
section of the State. He pointed out 
as an argument against Louisville that 
It Is on the border line of the State, 
and that there are more Kentuckians 
wtthln a flfty-mllo radius of Lexing¬ 
ton than within that radius of Louis¬ 
ville. He argued that as Louisville 
citizens had last winter urged the de¬ 
feat of the Fair Bill before the Legis¬ 
lature they should not now* be consider¬ 
ed as a location for the fair provided 
for by that bill. He urged that Lou¬ 
isville had not made as great a success 
of the one State Fair which It held as 
had Lexington. 

Angus Allmond, a former resident of 
Louisville, made the next speech for 
Lexington. He paid many compliments 
to Louisville as a great manufacturing 
city, and said that if the State were 
about to locate & great factory, he 
would support Louisville for the loca¬ 
tion. He declared that its citizenship 
would take no interest In an agricul¬ 
tural fair located in their midst; that 
It should go to the most representative 
farming and stock-raising section of 
the State, the famed Bluegrass region 
of Kentucky. His remarks were loud¬ 
ly applauded by the Lexington repre¬ 
sentatives present. 

Will Make It Great SuccesL 

—- • 

Peter Lee Atherton then made the 
first talk for Louisville. Ho spoke of 
the great progress that city has made 
In the last five year* and said that 
what was true of Louisville a few years 
ago was not true to-day; that no city 
In the country has a more progressive 
citizenship than Louisville has at pres¬ 
ent. and that they can and will make 
anything they undertak© a success. He 
said that they will take as great an 
Interest in making a State Fair a suc¬ 
cess as any farming section of the 
State. He Introduced Robert W. Bing¬ 
ham. who furnished the board some In¬ 
teresting data as to the population of 
Louisville and the territory surround¬ 
ing It; Us steam and street railroad fa¬ 
cilities. He said that at Louisville the 
fair will have eight people to draw to It 
for every one It would have If located 

Lexington. He pointed out that the 
fair la to be agricultural, horticultural, 
mineral and poultry, as well as stock, 
and said that Lexington would in a 
few years ma^e a horse show of it if 
it secured tho location. 

• • • 

Will Draw From Three States. 

Congressman Sherley followed Mr 
Blnghain. He paid many compliments 
to Lexington, saying the Bluegra** sec¬ 
tion was ono of which every Kentuc¬ 
kian speaks with much pride, but that 
the fair Is not to be local, but for the 
whole State, and should bo located 
where it will be accessible to every one, 
both Inside and beyond tho border* of 
tho State. He said that one of the 
prime objects of tho fair Is to create 
great Interest in the forming and 
stock raising business and Interests of 
tho State, and that located In Louis¬ 
ville the fair will draw from Indiana. 
Ohio, and other of the States north of 
Kentucky. 

George A. Bain then closed the 
•peaking for Lexington. He was geert- 
tafV ofthoBtate Fair when last held at 


Lexington, and he had many figures 
to show what a great financial success 
Lexington had made of it. He con¬ 
trasted tho figures and expense* with 
those of Louisville the year It held the 
fair In an effort to show that it could 
be held less expensively to the 8tate 
there than at Louisville. He urged 
that Lexington's railroad facilities 
compare favorably with those of the 
city of Louisville. When he closed his 
remarks the board went Into executive 
session, and an hour later announced 
the result of It* action as detailed 
above.

Call Issued For Historic Contribu¬ 
tions For Supplement of 
War People. 


Concerning the work of getting up 
the memorial to the many noble and 
valiant deeds of the women of th© Con¬ 
federacy, General C. I nine Walker, of 
Greenville. 8. C., commanding the South

DISAGREED OVER THE PLEA. 


New York. July 14.—Mrs. William 
Thaw, mother of Harry K Thaw, ac¬ 
cused of the murder of Stanford White, 
returned to New York to-day on the 
steamer Koiserln Augusta Victoria. 
The passengers did not leave the ship 
until nearly 5 o'clock this evening and 
It was then too late for Mrs. Thaw to 
visit her son in the Tombs. To-morrow 
being Sunday, no visitors are allowed 
In the city prison, except by special 
permission. So far the young man’s 
wife has been unable to secure this 
special privilege from the commission¬ 
er of corrections. Whether the mother 
will attempt to reach th© Tombs to¬ 
morrow Is not known. She may bo 
compelled to wait until Monday before 
se© ng the son. upon whom she has 
laUsbed a . year. 

Realizing ih*t alie would perhaps ar¬ 
rive too late to so© th© prisoner, Mrs. 
Thaw sent a wireless telegram, which 
was delivered to Thaw early in the 
day. The message seemed to cheer 
him greatly. J. B. Gleason, of counsel 
for Thaw, and Chaplain Wade, of th© 
Tombs prison went out on the cutter 
that met the vessel, and cam© up tho 
bay on the KAlflerln with Mrs. Thaw. 

It was stated to-night that Harry 
Thaw, in a fit of anger dismissed tho 
law firm of Black, Olcott, Gruber and 
Bonynge. The dismissal came, it was 
raid, as th© culmination of a number of 
arguments Thaw has had with various 
members of the law firm, over the ques¬ 
tion of a defense. Judge Olcott, who 
has been the active member of the firm 
in connection with th© case has all 
along Insisted that Insanity be made the 
chief point, it Is believed, while Thaw 
has Insisted with equal. If not greater 
emphasis that he would not agree to 
such a plea. 

While there have been numerous ar¬ 
guments between Thaw and Judge 
Olcott on this question, there was no 
open break It Is said, uptll Friday af¬ 
ternoon Then, according to th© 
authority upon which the story Is based.

Strtes Which Are At War 


Joins Salvador In War 
Against Guatemala. 


Nicaragua May Also Take a 
Hand. 


President Roosevelt's Good 
Offices Tendered.

Puttnma, July M.—A telegram re¬ 
ceived her© from San Salvudor, 
time Honduras declared war against 
Guatemala to-day. 

According to this some me**age, the 
following proclamation haa boon cir¬ 
culated In Salvador: 

Gen. Bonilla, commanding the Sal¬ 
vadorean army has repelled the Guute- 
nialaji forces In Metapan, In Salvador, 
ten miles cast of the Guatemalan fron¬ 
tier. The victorious army of Salvador 
retained the positions captured from 
tho enemy."

Nicaragua May Take Fart. 


Tho declaration of war by Honduras 
upon Guatemala brings a third actively 
Into Central American trouble which 
has been progressing with more or less 
severe fighting and blood shed for a 
month nr more. Honduras and Salva¬ 
dor are now arrayed against their 
neighbor on the west, Rlcaragua and 
Costa Rl«a. are the only two Slates still 
passive, and It has b£en said Lhaf the 
former Is about to take part In the 
fighting. 

Up to to-day Honduras has seem¬ 
ingly taken no part in the difficulty 
between her neighbors. Recent re¬ 
ports. however, declared her territory 
had been Invaded by Guatemalan 
troops In pursuit of fugitives from the 
army of Gen. Regalado, the Salvador¬ 
ean commander who was killed in the 
fighting at Jlearo. 

The trouble In Central America has 
been brewing for some time. For five 
years the revolutionists In Guatemala 
have been intriguing for the over¬ 
throw of President Cabrera, and they 
have appealed to certain elemertfts In 
Honduras and Salvador, working on 
national Jealousies.

Say President Is a Despot. 


President Cabrera has been harshly 
criticised by his enemies. They de¬ 
clare that he rules with extreme des¬ 
potism, that no man’s life Is safe un¬ 
der his ndmlntstnuicm, and that the 
country morally and economically is 
going to the dogs. On the other hand. 
President Cabrera has declared that 
this revolutionary movement Is incon¬ 
sequential. and that the Government 
would promptly put It dovrn. 

President Cabrera's term of office ex¬ 
pired In 1905. He has Insisted, how¬ 
ever. In holding on. 

Cabrera’s army la said to have no 
faith In him. The pay of the soldiers 
ha* often been In arrears. The fight¬ 
ing men of the States of Central Amer¬ 
ica are little more than automata, to be 
led In to buttle, to shoot, to charge, and 
to be killed at the command of their 
officers. The army of Guatemala Is In 
fairly good shape. There are some 7.000 
professional soldiers In the republic, 
with 66.000 able-bodied men of service 
nge. The reserves amount to about 30,- 
000 men. It was reported recently that 
Guatemala had 50,000 men under arms 
near the gatvador boundary line, 

• • • 

Revolutionists Are Strong. 


The revolutionists are said to have 
plenty fighting men, arms and am¬ 
munition. and they doubtless have In¬ 
vaded the frontiers of Honduras. Sal¬ 
vador and Mexico during the fighting 
against Cabrera. They are headed by 
Gen. Barrlllas. a former President of 
the country, who has the assistance of 
Gens. Castillo, Pinedo nnd Toledo. 

— Guatemala la a little larger than 
the State of Ohk>. Ita population Is 60 
per cent, pure Indian, the remainder 
chiefly ha-lf caste and a small pro¬ 
portion of pure European descent. 

The trouble between Salvador and 
Guatemala is an outcome of the pro¬ 
gress of the revolutionists In their ef¬ 
forts to out Cabrera. They have In¬ 
vaded Salvadorian territory and Guate¬ 
mala claims have recelvo dactual sup¬ 
port from that Government. While no 
actual declaration of war ha« been 
made between these two countries, a 
state of wur practically exists. All 
Guatemalan oltlxens between eighteen 
uml flftv years old have been called 
upon to Join the rank* and martial law 
lias been decl ared. _

In conjunction with Mexico, to 
end the dispute between Guatemala 
and Salvador, President Roosevelt has 
no programme of action outlined. The 
United States will follow the sugg**- 
Unn of the contending Governments if 
they Indicate a desire to uccept the 
mediation offered.

respeettve cases. Again, Guatemala 
and Salvador might act through a 
pence commission, composed of repre¬ 
sentatives from their own Govern¬ 
ments. No renly has as yet been made 
to the offer, which was extended yes¬ 
terday through the State Department, 
under instructions from President 
Roosevelt. The official announcement 
of this ac tion was mode here to- day.

FATALLY INJURED. 


8teps Off Front of One Cor and Falls 
Under Wheels of Another.

Clifford B. Davis, slxty-flve years o!d f 
wus run over by a Market-street car 
at Twenty-eighth and Mnrket streets, 
at 10 o'clock Inst night and probably 
fatally Injured.

Before the motorman could stop 
hTs car, the wheels had struck Mr. 
Davis and passed over him. 

The car was stopped and Mr. Davis, 
In spite of the nature of his injuries 
crawled from underneath the oar, and 
walking to the corner, eat down up«»n 
the curbing. Dr* J- B- Rlchard*>n 
and T. P. flatter* hlte. who ware cm the 
car, took charge of tho man. and sum¬ 
moned an amlntiance. They found th u 
the car had cut off his right hand and 
ear hod fractured his right elbow, and 
had torn his 1-ft shoulder. lie aiso 
sustained Injuries nil over his body, 
and Is said to have been hurt Internal¬ 
ly. The ambulance being slow loarrlv- 
Ing. thf» patrol wagon of the Fourth 
district police station was summoned, 
and he was removed to the Rt. Joseph 
Infirmary. ^ . .

Roberts Opens Argument 

Mr. Roberts made nn able argument 
before the Jury for his clients. He be¬ 
gan by defining the sacred responsibil¬ 
ity of the Juror, and declared that the 
Jury which convicts an innocent man 
is as guilty of murder as the assassin 
who fired th© fatal shot Into Marcum’s 
body.

He referred to Curt Jett as a demon, 
totally depraved and a damnable 
wretch* He declared that If Ewen 
knew Jett fired the shot h© should have 
arrested Jett then and there, and de¬ 
clared that the Common wealth has no 
additional evidence against Hargis and 
Callahan from what It had wheu Jell 
was arrested. He Impugned the mo¬ 
tive of the Commonwealth, Intimating 
that th*" prosecution, or persecution, 
as ho called It. was inspired by po¬ 
litical aspirations, referring to Floyd 
Byrd's candidacy fbr Congress In the 
Tenth district.

He turned to 
the press stand, tvhlch was empty, and 
fbrewc-nt making certain statements 
nbunt the newspapers, except to say 
that had Jett told the story ex¬ 
pected of him, every' paper would h«ve 
printed his statements In full under 
glaring headlines. Mr. Roberts closed 
with an admonition to the jury that 
It will be only a few years until all of 
us go before a higher court, where no 
mistakes ure made, where no perjured 
testimony can be given, and where 
there are no vengeful hearts to in¬ 
spire a persecution.

Wild Bill’s Active Career. 


The American “bad man” is unique. 
Often a creature , of strong opposites, 
ready to rejoice with the lucky, weep 
with the sorrowful ppd celebrate with 
the hilarious; always on the .side of the 
under dog; ready and anxlbiis to stake 
his all—which Includes in his case his 
long life—in any fair game of chance 
or in the defense of any oppressed 
weakling, says the Chicago Chronicle. 

The “bad man” must not be taken 
literally, as his name was in the early 
•50’s by common consent given to any 
man who could, by reason of his super¬ 
ior ability as a marksman, be able to 
cover his antagonist in a fraction of a 
second, thus earning the advantage of 
what In the parlance of the great 
plains is known as the “drop." 

The drop is what the gun fighter 
worked for and figured for from the 
moment he strapped on a pair of 44- 
caliber Colts until he was laid out with 
his boots on, owing to having failed to 
pull his gun before the other man. 

Careful adjustment of belt and hol¬ 
ster, the free, easy slide of the gun In 
and out, so that there was no possibil¬ 
ity of a stick or hang when in the act 
of drawing, were matters of constant 
care and study, and long practice en¬ 
abled the gun fighter to “pull his gun” 
and bring it on the object with action 
almost quicker tha«n the eye. So ex¬ 
pert were the shooters of the frontier 
that to an onlooker it seemed that the 
gun fairly leaped to the swiftly dn.q>- 
P*d hand, when, with a few flashes of 
fire and a series of sharp cracks, all 
was over but the clearing away of the 
smoke and the carrying out of the 
dead. • 

• • • 

How to Wear a Revolver. 


The bad man of the Western camp 
Is not a holdup, rustler, stage or train 
robber, but just simply a bad man to 
fool with, seldom seeking trouble, but 
always killing his man when trouble 
comes. He Is frequently selected for 
Marshal, Sheriff or deputy In & tough 
camp, and then turns his attention to 
the killing of other bad men. 

By far the most celebrated of this 
type was Wild Bill, a character In the 
history of the West without a parallel 
in the history of the world—brave as a 
lion, true as steel, a man of his word 
under all conditions, and the quickest 
and deadliest pistol shot the world ever 
kneML 

The exploit which first brought Wild 
Bill fame was the killing of six out of 
eight men who attacked him in his 
cabin. The others ran away, badly 
wounded. Wild Bill fainted from loss 
of blood when the overland stage ar- 
I rived, and he was carried Into the 
house, where he was treated by “Doc” 
Mills and Capt. E. W. Kingsberry, of 
the United States army, a passenger 
on the coach, who, with other passen¬ 
gers, saw the bodies of the men Bill 
had killed and. with the other wit¬ 
nesses, vouches for a story more like 
tho exploits of one of Alexander Du¬ 
mas’ heroes than what might be ex¬ 
pected on Western plains. 

Wild Bill was found to be suffering 
from seven gunshot wounds, a dozen 
knife cut9 and a fractured skull, but 
he recovered fully, and as a scout. 
Marshal and guard killed more than 
one hundred of the worst characters 
of those troublesome times, only to be 
shot in the back by a cowardly ruffian 
at Deadwood on August 2, 1876.

The average plainsman, cow-puncher, 
teamster, miner and prospector wears 
his Colt in a holster hanging from his 
cartridge-filled belt, worn slack so as to 
fall low enough to meet the right hand 
when dropped a little below the waist. 
The holster is of heavy leather and 
when the wearer expects trouble it is 
tied down so that the act of drawing 
will not pull the case up with the gain, 
but let it spring free, ready for Instant 
use. 

The dwellers ir. towns wear the pistol 
or pistols in the hip pocket, out of sight, 
or in the waistbands, just under the 
waistcoat. A third and deadly way is 
in a bolster suspended under the left 
arrn and held In place by straps over 
the shoulder and around the chest. This 
enables the wearer to pull without 
reaching for his hip and is considered 
the quickest method, after the belt 
holster. 

The Derringetf carrier usually has a 
gun In each outside pocket of his coat, 
and for quick work shoots through the 
garment without taking time enough to 
get the gun clear of the pocket. This 
plan Is deadly for short range but un¬ 
available at a distance of a few yards. 

After the days of '49 the bad men 
multiplied rapidly and spread over tho 
newly settled West. He appeared in 
every new camp and on every newly 
opened trail. Ills occupation was bar¬ 
keeper, gambler, dhrpkeeper or rustler 
and often he for a time would become 
attached to some ranch outfit and lead 


Among the first, If not the first, of 
•the desperadoes of the Golden State 
was Joaquin Murieta, often called the 
“Mexican bandit,” who by historians 
has been described as a brave and 
handsome youth in the year 1850, and 
who eloped with a beautiful Mexican 
girl and found refuge tn Los Angeles, 
where he was driven to outlawry’ by 
American miners on account of his 
being a Mexican. 

The real cause of his evil career is 
unknown, but once begun he was as 
merciless as a hyena. He tied men to 
trees and left them to perish in the 
then unfrequented forests; he raided 
towns and spared neither age nor sex; 
be raided Chinese mining camps, and 
on one occasion cut the throats of 
eleven Chinamen in a camp at Sutler’s 
creek. His desperate rush into a 
crowded street of a mining town to 
rescue his brother was a rare exhibi¬ 
tion of courage, and many other acts 
of kindred hardihood are related of 
him by the old settlers of Calaveras 
county. 

Joaquin was naturally cruel and 
thoroughly criminal, and without a 
single trait to raise him above the 
plane of complete depravity, and yet 
he has been made a hero and martyr by 
'those who know not what they write 
of. He was killed by a party sent In 
pursuit of his band in 1853. His head, 
preserved in alcohol, was exhibited for 
the benefit of his captors, and after 
being Identified by his sister, the re¬ 
ward offered for his capture was paid.

“Billy the Kid’s” Bobberies. 


caliber single-action gun was for 
many years the only weapon consid¬ 
ered worthy of being “toted” by a kill¬ 
er. Gradually the double-action or self- 
cocker came into use and is mow quite 
generally carried. The cow-puncher’s 
most highly prized possession is on 
ivory-handled Colt, and while many 
other makers have striven for the favor 
of the West none has in any marked 
degree succeeded. 

In the Carolina and Tennessee moun¬ 
tains the old powder ball and percus¬ 
sion-cap revolver is still in general use, 
as, with plenty of powder and lead, one 
can never run out of cartridges. Colt 
is frequently called and believed to be 
the inventor of the revolver, when In 
reality he was only an improver. 

The first American revolver was eith¬ 
er a Sharp four-shooter or the Alien 
pepperbox. It cannot be decided which 
was the first made owing to the fact 
that arms of that period were rarely 
stamped with the date of manufacture. 
In the Tower collection of arms a four- 
chamber revolver supposed to have 
been carried by Henry VIII. and bearing 
evidence of being made in the first half 
of the Sixteenth century is a prominent 
feature. There are several Italian- 
made revolvers of the seventeenth cen¬ 
tury, while the knock and barrel com¬ 
bine of 1807 and the Collier revolving 
gun of 1810 are well known to those stu¬ 
dents who are considered authority on 
the subject.

TAILOR AS ART CRITIC 

FINDS MANY DEFECTS. 


(From the London Tailor and Cutter.) 

Fhom the tailor’s point of view this 
year’s exhibition of the Royal Academy 
Is by far the worst we have seen. There 
was only one exhibit that satisfied us, 
and that was a marble statue of Sir 
John Woodburn, K. C. S. I., in official 
dress, and though he appears In the 
much-maligned trousers, yet we think 
it is a good, manly statue that does 
the sculptor credit, and is certainly a 
work of art. Every seam Is Indicated, 
every buttonhole is in its place, tho 
embroidery on collar and cuffs is faith¬ 
fully portrayed and here, for once, due 
attention has been given to detail. We 
should like to state here, for the in¬ 
formation of artists, that garments are 
now made with seams and that much 
of the style Imparted to these garments 
depends on the placing of those seams. 
As a general rule garments are fasten¬ 
ed with buttons and holes and in the 
case of double-breasted garments the 
same number of both is put on either 
side, and in the ease of single-breasted 
garments the buttons are placed on the 
right side, and the holes to correspond 
with them are put on the left.

The cloud that hangs over tropical 
Africa, from the west coast, across the 
vast unknown Congo region, as far 
east as the eastern shores of Victoria 
Nyanza, is the dreaded “sleeping sick¬ 
ness,’’ sometimes called fceri-berl, says 
the Chicago Tribune. 

This strange inscrutable disease first 
appeared in West Africa, having been 
brought from South America. By slow 
stages it traveled across the dark con¬ 
tinent, attacking and devastating tribe 
after tribe. Oddly enough, it seldom 
seems to touch Europeans. 

In East Africa there are only two 
authentic cases of white men having 
It, though Belgian reports from thc- 
Western districts give a much larger 
number of white victims. Of the two 
cases in East Africa one was a Ger¬ 
man, who died of it. while the other 
was an Englishman, who, according to 
last reports, waB still living. 

Though scientists have been studying 
•this disease for Beveral years, they 
have discovered little about it, and 
neither a preventive nor a cure has 
been found. They have found the mi¬ 
crobe, which they have dubbed the 
trypanazoma. But even this microbe 
is only one phase of the disease. As 
long as the trypanazoma is in the blood 
the malady is not fatal. It Is when It 
gets Into the brain—when It becomes a 
different microbe and has a different 
name—that the last and hopeless stage 
of the disease sets in. But how or 
when it changes, the connecting link, 
the psychic moment, is yet a matter 
of conjecture. 

• • * 

Carried By Tse-tso Fly. 

The investigators also have discov¬ 
ered one means of spreading the sick¬ 
ness. but they are not. sure that this 
is the only means of communicating 
It, nor do they know how to counter¬ 
act it. That the tse-tse did carry 
and communicate the sleeping sick¬ 
ness was suggested by an English 
physician three or four years ago. Ex¬ 
periments proved that this was the 
case. 

The tse-tse fly is larger than our 
house fly, but smaller than our horse 
fly. Shaped almost like the former. 
Its distinguishing feature, one by which 
It can be identified without fail, Is 
that its wings cross each other when 
it is not flying. 

Its instinct Js to bite; this it does 
ferociously and swiftly. But its bite 
is, not necessarily dangerous. It must 
first have bitten someone ill with the 
sleeping Bicknees, then the disease 
must have developed to a certain stage 
in the inecet before it can communi¬ 
cate it to a human being. 

The proportion of flies that are in¬ 
fected is not large. Notwithstanding 
this, there are whole provinces in 
Uganda and the territory touching Vic¬ 
toria that have been turned from pop¬ 
ulated districts into unpeopled wilder¬ 
nesses. Especially is this true of the 
country of the Usago, north of the 
lake. 

The harbor at Jinja a few years ago 
was filled with native craft of all kinds, 
scows, dugouts and canoes. Now there 
is hardly anything but the weekly 
English steamer and a couple of sail¬ 
boats belonging to English residents.

Experiments Are Failures. 


The monkeys, being caught In a wild 
state, pine so in captivity and are so 
sensitive to the altered conditions that 
they never live long enough to die of 
the sleeping sickness. They are inoc¬ 
ulated by means of the tse-tse files, but 
much to the chagrin of the Investiga¬ 
tors ahvays perish from some other ail¬ 
ment. 

Inside the laboratory' are many cu¬ 
rious cases, boxes, bottles, and jars and 
a queer odor of drugs and disinfectants, 
w'hile in little netting cages the tse-ts? 
flies buzz and whir. A fly was dissect¬ 
ed and analyzed under the microscope 
for me. Curious monsters they appear 
w'hen magnified thirty or forty times. 

Then an infected monkey w r as 
brought in. A native attendant held its 
arms and legs w'hile the doctor took 
some of the blood. This w'as placed 
under a strong lens and there I saw' the 
fatal trypanazoma wriggling In the 
fluid. It is shaped like a lizard and is 
In constant motion. 

A dark spot appears In its semi¬ 
transparent, writhing body, and If you 
watch this long enough you will see 
the creature divide Into tw'o wTlgglers 
at this point. These two W'rlggle along 
through their aeonian moments and in 
time become by the same process four. 
And so I saw one link in the disease 
that has sent 200,000 natives of Uganda 
to their last reckoning. 

Perhaps it is nature’s way of keep¬ 
ing the balance, now- that civilized na¬ 
tions have taken control of the terri¬ 
tory and practically have done aw r ay 
with the Intertribal wars and the 
periodic famines that used to devastate 
the people. 

WHAT MAKES PRECIOUS 

STONES WORTH MONEY. 


Ten years ago one could travel 
through that country and subsist on 
food supplied by the natives—-flour, 
fruit, vegetables, and milk. Now' each 
traveling caravan has to carry its own 
supplies as It goes through the devas¬ 
tated land. On every hand 
deserted villages, empty straw' huts, 
overgrow'n shambas, whose whilorh in¬ 
habitants have all succumbed to the 
dread sickness. 

One thing that renders the natives 
more subject to It is their nakedness, 
w'hlch presents a larger surface to the 
files. The latter can, however, bite 
through heavy stuffs, and all thosa sci¬ 
entists engaged in studying ihe malady 
have been bitten many times by them. 
But one may be bitten a hundred 
times before the fatal microbe is com¬ 
municated. 

I w'ent to the Government laboratory 
at Entebbe, which is the English head¬ 
quarters for the study of the disease. 
It is run in connection with a hospital 
for treating the native sufferers. The 
investigations are carried on by experi¬ 
menting on monkeys. 

The laboratory itself is a large, airy 
room, overlooking the town, the green 
shores, and the beautiful lake, with the 
Se.sse archipelago—the haunt of the 
tse-tse fly—lying blue on the horizon 
twenty miles away. 

At the back of the laboratory, on the 
upward slope of the hill, set on posts. 


{■Mines and Mining.) 

The qualities for which precious 
stones are mostly prized are luster, 
transparency, refradClon and dispersion 
of fight; although, of course, scarcity 
and demand are the principal factors 
In determining the market prices; for 
Instance, the emerald to-day is treble 
the value It was only a few' years ago. 
This is partly caused by the greater 
demand, but more on account of the 
state of war In the country—viz., Co¬ 
lombia—from which they principally 
come 13 now' engaged, thereby render¬ 
ing It most difficult for those engaged 
In the industry to procure them. 

The emerald mines of Colombia, at 
Muzo, and Coscuoz, near Bogota, have 
been worked almost continuously since 
1668, and have been the means of sup¬ 
plying the w'orld with most of the 
emeralds in modem times. There were 
mines In upper Egypt which yielded 
this gem to the nations of antiquity, 
but. w'ere lost sight of from the time of 
the Mohammedan conquest until quite 
recently, when some attempts at work¬ 
ing them w'ere made. 

The emerald mines In the Urals were 
not known until the eighteenth century, 
and though they yielded fairly good 
material for a time, their importance 
Is no*t great, as the stones found are 
not of good enough quality to pay the 
rate demanded by the Government 
from the lessees, but they were re¬ 
opened in 1900 by a syndicate with lit¬ 
tle success, as far as can be learned, 


Chicago’s working day, more than 
that of any other great city in the 
w'orld, requires that its clock dials 
should be on the scale of twenty-four 
hours, says the Chicago Tribune. 

In the 1,440 minutes of such a day 
the city sends out ari army of 705,832 
people, male and female, and they 
shall work for hire in one form or an] 
other in the 144 different classified oc 
cupations considered by the last Unit¬ 
ed States census bureau. 

The w'orking day of 550,000 of these 
people may be circumscribed in the 
ordinary daylight day, beginning some 
where after 7 o’clock in the morning 
and ending between 4:30 and C o’clock 
in the evening. But in every minute 
of this daylight day the day workers 
will be going on duty In squads, com¬ 
panies, and battalions, and will be go¬ 
ing off duty in corresponding num¬ 
bers. 

For 155,000 of these workers whose 
day is darkness, save as artificial light 
may displace It, there is not a half 
hour in which the trooping hundreds 
and thousands of the night workers 
are not moving on duty and off again. 
Tens of thousands of these take up 
the work between 6 and 7:30 o'clock in 
the evening, while thousands turn out 
from a lampllt breakfast table any¬ 
where between 8 o’clock In the evening 
and 4 o’clock in the morning with the 
full dinner pall—or its cash equivalent 
—each to his day’s work In the dark. 

It Is one of the anomalies of Chicago 
as the greatest manufacturing and 
transportation center of the country 
that so few of Its population are awake 
to observe so many thousands of these 
full dinner palls. In round numbers 
there are 400,000 people in the city en¬ 
gaged in manufacturing, in mechanical 
pursuits, and In trade and transporta¬ 
tion. Of these thousands at lea^t one- 
fourth are night workers in the full 
sense of the term, going on duty in 
the dark of the early spring and quit¬ 
ting before the dawn has appeared In 
the East. These workers In factories 
and in the various transportation lines 
form the greater part of the night 
workers in Chicago. and on those 
cloudy nights w’hen the flare of smoke¬ 
stacks and furnace fires are reflected 
In nearly every direction on the horizon 
the belated average citizen hurrying 
home to bed may read the emblazoned 
evidences of the night’s toiling thou¬ 
sands 

Considering the exactions of night 
work, or the unusual hours of work in 
Chicago's population of toiling thou¬ 
sands, the necessities of transprrtatlon 
easily are the most unyielding and 
grudging. Always the locomotive en¬ 
gineer and the railroad conductor will 
be the victims of the least measured 
and fixed day of toll—the two men of 
all others whose time Is least their own. 
Wheels of the common carrier of 
freights and passengers must move. If 
the crew r which should be there to move 
them is not there, another crew’ must 
be in reach of the insistent key of the 
train dispatcher’s office. The w'heels 
of the factory may stop if they must 
the wheels of the locomotive must turn 
if they cannot. 

Were all the wheels of all the ve¬ 
hicles of all transportation In Chicago 
to stop, Chicago w'ould be stopped. The 
factorv that has been running 300 days 
and nights in the year could not run 
another twenty-four hour day of the 
calendar. The downtow'n office build¬ 
ing would be a sepulcher of business, 
the loop district a deserted waste. 

Giving th<v Chicago clock a twenty- 
four-hour dml, according to the plans 
that have been suggested by the clock 
reformers, there would be the least poa 
sible doing between 24 and 1 o’clock, 
which under the present scheme of time 
taking is the midnight hour. It w’ould 
be the luncheon hour of the night 
w'orkers In greatest numbers, and the 
few’est changes to new men would be 
recorded in those tw'enty-four-hour In 
stitutions where steam In the boilers la 
kept to. pressure day and night. 

At 2 o’clock in the great factories the 
night shifts are working steadily and 
uninterruptedly at the pace steadying 
down from the 22 o’clock start. In the 
great passenger stations of the rail¬ 
roads the hour represents the hush Just 
before the dawn of the fast mall head¬ 
lights In the train sheds. The city 
streets are dead anrl sleep lies heaviest 
wherever the man of the daylight day 
is drowsing. 

Three o’clock marks the awakening 
of transportation with the fast mail 
trains leading. The motorman and 
conductor of the elevated and surface 
cars begin to turn in bed in the pro¬ 
cess of awakening for the first cars 
out of the barns. The policeman on 
the morning deta.il aw'akens to the 
sound of his alarm clock, preparatory 
to a breakfast which shall allow’ of 
time enough to eat In comfort. The 
milkman, the market gardener and the 
produce wagon driver are aw'ake and 
moving toward the barns. 

Four o’clock, and after the vernal 
equinox, Chicago is awakening fast— 
perhaps at the rate of 1,090 persons a 
minute, each of them as he tosses off 
the veil of sleep seeing in prospect 
the work of the day before him — the 
day w'hlch is ahvays beginning, always 
ticking Itself away through the clock, 
and yet never ending — the day in 
w'hlch Chicago Is always waking, al¬ 
ways going to bed, and yet never 
sleeping. 

From 6:30 to 9 o’clock of every 
w'orking day are the hours of the 
morning rush on suburban and 
through trains on the railroads, on the 
elevated trains, on the surface street 
cars, and along a myriad of streets

Fear Mohammedan Uprising. 


i look for the huccpp* of the movement. 


The fear of a Mohammedan uprising 
against th« Christian*. a holy war. 
which has been expressed In England 
in Governmeirt circles. Is not shared 
by officials of missionary organisations 
having work in countries where the 
Moslem faith Is strong, although the 
situation Is being carefully studied. If 
such an uprising should take place 
and it should be as widespread In Its 
effects as some predict, there is not a 
missionary b«*ird or society In America 
whose work would not be In some 
measure affected. Should the holy war 
start In Egypt, where England fears 
trouble, there would be little effect on 
American work, as only the United 
Presbyterians are credited with work 
there. Hut should the blow be struck 
in India, where some authorities look 
for trouble to begin, all the larger or¬ 
ganizations would be affected, especial¬ 
ly as the war would doubtless spreud 
to China and other countries where are 
found Mohammedans In large numbers. 

The Rev. Dr. S. M. Zwemer. of the 
Reformed Church In America, Is a rec¬ 
ognized authority on Mohammedan 
lands. He is now In America and 
makes the following statement as to 
the strength of Islam. Ho says: 

“At a very conservative estimate 
there are 2W.000.0tW Mohajnmedans— 
one-seventh of the human race. Is¬ 
lam's dominion stretches from Sierra 
Leone. In Africa, to Canton, In Chine. 
Hnd from the steppes of Siberia to Zan¬ 
zibar and Sumatra. In China there are 
twenty million Moslems; in some places 
north of the Yangtze river one-third of 
the people belong to that fnlth. In In¬ 
dia there are sixty-two million Moham¬ 
medans. and one-seventh of the whole 
population of Asia Is Moslem. Every 
third man. woman or child In Africa 
Is a believer In Mohammed." 

Dr. Zwemer. who was a pioneer mis¬ 
sionary In Arabia, believes that Chris¬ 
tian churches never had such oppor¬ 
tunity in Mohammedan countries as at 
present. Islam, he says, ha* practic¬ 
ally lost her temporal power and will 
never again rule the world. The area 
of the present caliphate has dwindled 
to smaller proportions than It had at 
the time of Mnhommed's death. Only 
18.000,000 out of 200.000.000 Moslems are 
under the p«dltlcal control of the Sul¬ 
tan. King Edward VII.. Queen Wil- 
helmlna and the Czar of Russia hold 
the balance of power in the Moham¬ 
medan world. There nre a quarter of 
a million Moslems in the Philippines 
under the American flag, while France 
exercises political control over nearly 
all Mohammedan Northwest Africa. 

It Is admitted by missionary' officials 
of nil religious bodies that missionary 
work among Mohammedans has but 
been commenced,but Dr Zwemer points 
out that practically every strategic 
center of population in the Mohamme¬ 
dan world has already been occupied 
by Christian mission effort. Among 
these he mentions Calcutta. Constanti¬ 
nople. Bombay. Cairo, Hyderabad. 
Alexandria. Teheran. Lucknow. Ran¬ 
goon, Damascus. Deihi. Lalore. Smyr¬ 
na. Cawnpore. Agra. Tabriz. Allaha¬ 
bad. Tunis. Bagdad. Fez. Aleppo and 
Beirut. Besides these cIUch Important 
work is carried on in many smaller 
centers which command large districts 
In Persia, the Nile valley. Arabia, the 
Turkish Empire and all Malnysla. 

There is little doubt that the Mo¬ 
hammedan agitation which is now stir¬ 
ring Europe is directed not so much 
against the Christian nations as rulers 
of Moslem countries as it Is against 
Christians, and If the trouble comes 
the first blow Is likely to be struck 
at Mohammedan converts to Christian¬ 
ity. and the second at missionaries and 
mission stations. But reports from the 
mission fields In Mohammedan coun¬ 
tries do not Indicate the imminence of 
a holy war and missionary lenders gen. 
erailv believe English and other Gov¬ 
ernment officials to be unduly alarmed. 


I as leaders in at least two of the bodies 
say that far from being a dead 
project. It la a very live movement. 

If agreement Is reached at the Buf¬ 
falo meeting of the commissioner* 
there will bo launched nti entirely 
autonomous Japanese church organiza¬ 
tion. the Methodist Episcopal Church 
of Japan. There Is yet to be retried 
the exact staLu* and plan of the epis¬ 
copacy In the now church, ulthough It 
Is very nearly defined. It has been 
thought that jiom** difficulty would be 
met on this point. a» the Canadian 
Methodists stand on much the same 
ground toward the episcopacy as do 
English Wesleyan*. The Canadian 
Church has one '•superintendent/' who 
relinquished the title of bishop and 
took the present one when the Amer¬ 
ican Methodist body In Canada united 
with Canadian Wesleynns to form tho 
present Canadian Methodist Church. It 
1 b said to be unlikely that the Canadian 
Methodists will ever elect another su¬ 
perintendent. 

In both the Methodist Episcopal 
Church and the Southern Methodist 
there are bishops, so that the views on 
the subject of the episcopacy between 
them and the Canadians are divergent, 
and the commissioners are *old to have 
some difficulty In getting together on 
the subject. In fact, the Methodist 
Protestant body was originally In¬ 
cluded In the plan of union, but Its 
commission*™ withdrew when It was 
found that some form of episcopal su¬ 
pervision would b*» favored, and it Is 
not now believed that this body will 
again be Included in the plan. United 
Brethren were also considered In the 
movement, but have not entered it. 
It Is th»* opinion of Methodist leaders 
that the new Japanese Church will 
have somo modified form of episcopacy, 
possibly under the name of superln- 
tendentu. 

Although the plan of union has not 
been announced, it is said with some 
authority that the Japanese Methodist 
Church will be absolutely self-govern¬ 
ing. with the understanding that It will 
keep its doctrinal basis practically in 
aoconl with the three American bodies. 
The foreign mission boards of the three 
bodies will withdraw from active par¬ 
ticipation In Japanese affairs, although 
the boards will continue to help In the 
support of the work until the new 
church becomes self-supporting and ca¬ 
pable of home mission €*ffort. Money 
sent from America will be expended 
subject to the approval of the Mission 
Board of the Japanese Church. 

By tho adoption of the plan either 
Japan or Korea will lose a missionary 
bishop. Bishop M. C. Harris was named 
at the last Methodist General Confer¬ 
ence as missionary bishop for the two 
countries. It Is expected that at the 
first meeting of the General Conference 
of the Japanese Church Bishop Harris 
will be named a full bishop or super¬ 
intendent in that body, whereupon lie 
will relinquish his present Jurisdiction 
and his connection with the church In 
the United States. It Is also believed 
that one or two native bishops will be 
named at the first session of the Jap¬ 
anese General Conference. 

The new church will begin with 12.- 
<KM> communicants and probationers, 
and It Is expected that three confer¬ 
ences will be established by It, possi¬ 
bly four. Two of these may be on the 
principal Island, Honshlu; another will 
embrace the Southern Islnnds. and the 
fourth will j*>sslbly cover the north¬ 
ern island.

A plan for the establishment of \ 
training school for lay church work¬ 
ers is under discussion In Presbyterian 
circles, and so far as the project has 
been definitely outlined, it Is proposed 
to locate the school In Nashville.

The purpose of the new school, ar 
outlined by Us projector*. Is tho edu¬ 
cation of Sunday-school missionaries 
and other lay workers, a two-year 
course of study being proposed. A* 
stated by the Rev. C. Humble, of Par¬ 
kersburg. W. Va„ who is one of the 
leaders In the enterprise. It Is felt that 
the churches need an order of worker* 
not so highly educated as I* the min¬ 
istry. To have a training schbol to 
provide such workers Is felt to be a 
necessity, and It is believed that bet¬ 
ter work can be done by the organis t - 
tion of a separate Institution than by 
making the required courses a part of 
an established college or seminary. 

While this particular plan I* a Pres¬ 
byterian one, leaders of other religious 
bodies are interested In the movement, 
for In all bodies there is being more 
and more felt the need of trained 
church workers who nre not In the 
ministry. Lay effort Is on the In¬ 
crease. and particularly marked ha* 
been the movement for the training of 
Sunday-school teachers. There are al¬ 
ready schools where women are train¬ 
ed to be church visitors and pastor s 
assistants, and the larger institution 
now projected, for the training of both 
men and women.

Norway Mission Headquarters. 


The Rev. T. B. Barrett, an English¬ 
man, who has lived much of his life 
In Norway. Is at present In the United most Important one In practically 


States. In the endeavor to Interest 
Americans In a project to build. In the 
city of Christiania, a large structure 
which Is to be the headquarters of the 
Christiania City Mission. Interest in 
the project Is enhanced by the fact 
that It Is designed to make this build¬ 
ing in a sense a memorial of the 
coronation of the new King of Norway, 
who bos given permission that It shall 
be called “Huakonsborgen" (The Castle 
of Haakon). 

It Is stated that the financial crisis 
through which Norway has been pass¬ 
ing In recent years has had the effect 
of crippling religious and philanthropic 
work, and that In Christiania the seat¬ 
ing capudty of the churches Is much 
less than needed. The City Mission has 
been having services In halls *nnd thea¬ 
ters, but a central auditorium and 
headquarter* haa been much needed. 
The new building, the corner stone of 
which it Is hoped to lay this fall, will 
will have a large hall, a smaller hall, 
offices for departmental work, reading 
rooms, library, reception rooms for 
stranger* and tourists, beside* other 
facilities for an institutional city work. 
While the Christiania City Mission Is 
nominally Methodist, most of Its mem¬ 
bers belong to the State Church of 
Norway, and It I* practically unde¬ 
nominational. 


Among religious leaders In some 
bodies there is expr«o*vM a belief that 
the societies of young people have 
passed their maximum of numbers and 
efficiency, and that either there must be 
devised plans for Increasing Internet In 
them, or else there must be. In course 
of time, snm* other method Introduced 
In the churches for the Interesting and 
enlisting of the young people. The 
present situation. It 1* held, Is com¬ 
mon to all denominations, and even 
the great Interdenominational Chris¬ 
tian Endeavor organization Is held not 
to be exempt from what some leaders 
call a "crisis," for while It Is growing 
in number*, much of suen growth i* 
alleged to he In foreign countries. The 
falling off In attendance at recent na¬ 
tional Christian Endeavor conventions 
Is pointed to as evidence of a decline 
of Interest. 

Most of these young people's or¬ 
ganizations, of w hich the Christian En¬ 
deavor Society, the Epworth League, 
the Baptist Young People's Union, the 
Universallst Young People's Union and 
others may be considered fnlr exam¬ 
ples, were organized at about the same 
period, and their purposes and histories 
have been not unlike. In all of them 
there is felt. It Is aald. the decline of 
Interest and numbers, and those Who 
have studied the situation hold that 
one common cause of decline is the 
fact that the young people of bui a 
few years ngo are now' older and many 
of them have withdrawn, at l^ruit so 
far as active effort Is concerned, from 
the organlrations in whleh they were 
formerly prominent. The numbers thus 
lost to the efficiency of the societies 
have not been replaced In like measure 
by the younger people, as these lat¬ 
ter, In all churches, ore backward 
about entering organization* In which 
the influence and authority Is held by 
those whom they consider much older 
than themselves. 

That the churches still need the 
young people’s organizations none de¬ 
ny. although there ure some leaders 
who assert that loyaJty on the part of 
the young people to their organization* 
sometime* means anything but a like 
loyalty to the church Itself. But the 
effort exerted in the past by these or¬ 
ganizations, and to a considerable ex¬ 
tent still exerted, cannot be replaced. 
In the opinion of those who closely 
study church conditions, and so there 
Is now being urged In many quarters 
that the younger people of the churches 
be interested In the older organiza¬ 
tions. and that the older members of 
the organizations turn over their man¬ 
agement to the younger Just us rapidly 
a* the latter can be made ready for the 
responsibility. The whole matter is a

A mandamus suit also was brought 
against Mr. Bemonln to compel him to 
record a mortgage which failed to dis¬ 
close the State, county and post-office 
address of the mortgagee as required 
by the new law.

Of course, bearing In mind the equiv¬ 
ocation, procrastination and evasion 
habitually practiced by the Porte, the 
American Government Is disposed to 
carry out its project of creating an Am¬ 
bassador at Constantinople. It Is the 
surest way to bring to a settlement 
certain little matters that the Sultan 
for severai years has found It "Incon¬ 
venient” to discuss with our Minister. 

Cannot you imagine the exclamation 
of chagrin and consternation on the 
Sultan s tan face the day the fact was 
"tipped off” to him that we were going 
to honor hla court with a full-fledged, 
dignified and superb Ambassador? And 
cannot you lmagtno the interest he Is 
taking In the movement to keep the 
United States from paying so high a 
compliment?

He pretended 
tho* he would eat nothing, but partook 
of lemons and honey furnished by hla 
mother, and also secretly ate a part 
of Cuoco’s food. He said the lemons 
and honey would produce trembling 
and nervousness. He also had Cuoco 
rub him with a certain liniment to pro¬ 
duce Insensibility. He always had no¬ 
tice when he was to be examined and 
prepared himself for It. He also had 
a fashion of walking straight to a watt 
as If he did not know It was there. 
Then he would laugh with Cuoco as 
to the way he fooled the physicians. 
Cuoco said he felt Impelled by his con¬ 
science to tell this story. th* 1 he 
had not been promised a pardon 
It may be said that much of Cuoco’s 
story Is rather gauzy. The Idea that 
lemons and honey and rubbing with 
liniment will have the effects described 
Is ridiculed. Mrs. Tlghe denied that she 
had furnished her son with lemons and 
honey. Nevertheless, the effect of the 
story on Tlghe was very marked. His 
lawyers had a consultation, and offered

Some Louisiana Legislation. 

The Legislature of Louisiana ad 
Journed last week, after a 
sion of sixty days. It is the 
only instance of a State holding a 
regular legislative session during the 
summer season, and yet there has been 
no complaint of suffering from tho 
heat of the weather or Indication of 
Its effect upon the temper of the mem¬ 
bers. The session has been a business 
one. In which the number and Import¬ 
ance of the measure* passed show that 
there was no lassitude, superinduced 
by the climate. The Picayune, on the 
contrary*, say© It was one of the moat 
strenuous sessions known In years. "It 
was a session,** It adds, "in which 
many ambitious political and economic 
project® were being pushed. Much 
harm to the general welfare was 
threatened, but for the most part mat¬ 
ters turned out better than was feared, 
and the Slat® ha* two year* of quiet 
to test the numerous experiments Into 
which It haa plunged. 

There were a number of bills passed 
In regard to the future revenue of the 
State which were the subject of much 
debate. ar.d their effeot Is a 
question of serious concern to many. 
The amount of the appropriation bills 
was not only unusually large, but an 
act wa* passed reducing the rate of 
taxation, and one also providing for 
the election of the tax assessor by the 
people. These latter provision*. It 1* 
apprehended, will lead to a lower rate 
of assessment* and corresponding re¬ 
duction of revenue. Inadequate to meet 
the expense* of the State. But while 
possibly tending to create a temporary 
deficit, It Implies a better record for 
the Legislature than If It had erred 
in the other direction and Increased In¬ 
stead of diminished the rate of taxa¬ 
tion.

FROM SMALL PEST. 


Scientist Finds Way to Make Cloth 
Immune to Attack. 


Professor M. I. Bltowsk'. of the L*nl- 
veewity of Oarow. has made a discovery 
which will render clothe* Immune against 
the attacks of clothes moths. 

Tho dlanovrry .U reported In the Bulle¬ 
tin de 1*Academic de» Sciences d© Cra^ 
covle. 

Th© professor has prepared a llQUld 
with which he »aki the cloth to be pro¬ 
tected" This liquid poisones the larva or 
the maggot of the clothes moth os ooon 
It attacks the fabric. The larva dies 
Inuutdletely upon taking one bite of the 
cloth and consequently It does no ap¬ 
preciable damage. After a few larvae 
have been killed they reuse to attack the 
ckxh at all, for such Is the intelligence 
or instinct of these little creatures thAt 
they quickly learn to know what Is total 
to them. 

The liquid le colorloe®, and consequent¬ 
ly does not stain the cloth or other 
fabric. It Is not poisonous to human b*»- 
Inga. It does not diminish the durability 
of col the* or Impair their wearing quali¬ 
ties in any way. it will be desirable In 
futuree that the cloth makers should 
•oak their prod not In tho liquid before 
sending It out, but private persons can 
obtain tlie new fluid and apply it to 
their garments. In case they have not 
been renderod moth proof. 

This discovery Is one of the most valu¬ 
able to the housewife that has ever been 
mode. L>r. W. J. Holland, director of the 
Carnegie Museum, Pittsburg, states that 
ujw annual lorn to the citlscnn of tho 
United States occasioned by these moths 
reprraonts a sum of money sufficient to 
pay the interest on the national d*bt.

The following remarkable statement 
of growth has been issued by the Uni¬ 
versity of Virginia, showing the groat 
development of the Institution: 

On June 1C. 1BW. th© University of Vir¬ 
ginia complete the elgbty-Hevruth con¬ 
tinuous >var of Its life Founded by 
Thomas Jeffcroon, npurlstwl by the U>m- 
rooa wealth of Virginia. enriched ant! 
guided by the ability and devotion of a 
rare group of scholar* for three genera- 
tlona. It may be Justly sgld to have 
achieved and maintained n certain dis¬ 
tinct Intellectual leadership In higher ed¬ 
ucation .... , 

It has clung steadfastly to old Ideas of 
character and thoroughness, and yet It 
has sought and Is now seeking so to re¬ 
adapt. Its life to the needs of society as 
to be always a source of strength to the 
Commonwealth and to the nation. 
Through the wisdom and generosity of 
the State, and through the beneficence 
•nd public spirit of the Individual, it hits 
recently been able to extend its power In 
unusual and striking ways

“A conception of culture as a compound 
of sound learning and gracious conduct, 
as an Inheritance of manhood and moral 
will won through discipline and conquest,

Bot.h gymnasiums at the park are 
thoroughly equipped with ladders, fly¬ 
ing rings, horizon :al bars, ladders, 
poles and other Indispensable gym¬ 
nastic paraphernal la. This Is enj>eclAi:y 
noticeable In the boys* department, 


which la in charge of Prof. C. R Braun, 
formerly physical director of the Peo¬ 
ple's School of Tennessee, located at 
Franklin.

A CHOIR OF MILLIONAIRES, STATESMEN AND TITLED NOBLES 


Most Extraordinary Vocal Organization In Existence Is the Vienna “Mannergesang Verein”-Tv/elve of Its Members, Including George Krupp. Have Fortunes Aggregating $120,000,000.

L ONDON, July 6.—Lioudon muslo- 
lovers have been listening re¬ 
cently to what may bo described 
a* the most remarkable vocal 
Organization in the world—the "Wiener 
Mannergea&ng Vereln," or Vienna Mule 
Choir, which number* a Prince and a 
Count among ita members, but which 
is principally composed of millionaires. 
Brief allusions to this extraordinary 
choir, which recently sang before King 
Edward, already have been telegraphed 
to the United States, but of the ro¬ 
mance of its organisation, its remark¬ 
able record and the curious character 
of its entertainments practically noth¬ 
ing has yet been said. 

It is no exaggeration, however, to de¬ 
scribe the Vienna organisation as* a 
••Choir of millionaires," for among Its 
800 members it numbers more men of 
wealth than probably any other private 
oompany in the world. One of Its lead- 
ors, Herr Krupp, of the famous gun¬ 
making firm. Is worth 840,000,000 at the 
lowest estimate, while there are at least 
fifty other members, each of whom 
claims from one to ten millions In hla 
own right As a matter of fact, prac¬ 
tically every member is worth not lest 


than half a million, the majority be¬ 
ing nearer a million than under It 
Here, for example, Is a list of some of 
the most prominent members of the 
choir, together with the amounts of 
their fortunes:

Though It la strange that this won¬ 
derful choir should be largely com¬ 
posed of milUlonaires. It Is stranger 
still that they really can sing. As a 
general rule when a millionaire of any 
nationality starts out to do any par¬ 
ticular "trick" he will And hosts of 
flatterers to encourage him, however 
atrocious his performance may be. Not 
so wdth the members of the Wiener 
Mannergeeang Vercirn Every member 
Is a perfectly trained musician; In 
fact, nearly every one Is a composer. 
No one—no matter ho\v much money he 
might command—can become attached 
to the Vienna Choral Society unless he 
Is a genuine musician. Each person 
before being admitted to membership 
must pass a rigid preliminary exami¬ 
nation and undergo the most difficult 


musical tests. Every prospective, »nor« 
later Is required to read music at first 
sight, and his vcoal qualities must be 
of the very highest order. 

Even when Herr Krupp wished to 
Join the choir—with wnltfh he has now 
been associated many years—his Vast 
wealth played little part In his accept¬ 
ance by the committee of selection. He 
had to undergo n severe examination, 
and his voko—which Is a very rich one 
—was tested In every possible way. 
Herr Krupp Is one of the most enthu¬ 
siastic members of the association. He 
conies forward on every occasion and 
pays for more than his share of ex¬ 
penses In forwarding the Interests of 
the company. In fact, he has always 
been one of the most assiduous and 
hard-working membere of the associa¬ 
tion. and It is hfs splendid loyalty and 
enthusiasm that has placed the choir 
where It Is to-day. 

It might be thought, ss most of the 
members of the Vienna choir aro mil¬ 
lionaires. that they* would run things 
practically to suU themselves—taking 
as much time off as they felt inclined 
to do, and not working unless the spirit 
moved them. This Is far from being 
the case. As a matter of fact, members 
when at home are most diligent In 
their studies, and meet regularly once 
a week—and sometimes oftener, for 
practice. 

Their duties at home are very ardu- 
oua They have for many years de¬ 
voted particular attention to the culti¬ 
vation of church muslo. Every summer 
they give public concede In the Vienna 
parka and. borides these entertain¬ 
ments—stipulated for In the statutes of 
the organlsatioiv—they give monV other 
recltala They have already performed 
in the grand concerts 775 times, to say 
nothing of the hundreds of other ap¬ 
pearances of a minor character.

Every¬ 
one knows that the muse of melody Is 
not to be wooed In a desultory man¬ 
ner; and. ns each member of the choir 
has already attained a very high de¬ 
gree of artistic skill, it has only been 
accomplished by the hardest kind of In¬ 
dividual work. Each member of the 
choir, In fact, devotes many hours dally 
to his musical work, leaving his busi¬ 
ness enterprises and the making of 
millions In the bands of trusted lieu¬ 
tenants of Industry*' 

A position In the famous Choral So¬ 
ciety Is considered a great honor on 
the continent, and several membfrs of 
the Austrian Parliament aro amohg Its 
chief singers. Others of Its members 
move In the highest ranks of society. 
And yet the Inner organisation of the 
choir Is & democracy In every sense of 
tho word. 

Wherever the millionaire cholrsters 
go, they have the best that the earth 
In Its fulness supplies. They invaria¬ 
bly stop at the swellost hotels where 
their entertainments nr© of such lav¬ 
ish character that, as & rule, their 
sumptuous arrangements attract a* 
much attention as their musical pro¬ 
gramme. When In London recently, 
Herr Krupp gave a dinner to the mem¬ 
bers of the choir at the Savoy Hotel. 
The lower portion of tho hotel was 
converted, for the occasion, into a 
Tyrolese village. Staid Londoners were 
astonished to so© the court-yard of the 
building converted, tog* clever scenic 
artists, Into mountains and valleys. On 
one sldo of tho driveway, rose the steep 
wails of & royal castle; while real Aus¬ 
trian peasants. Imported for the pur¬ 
pose, served refreshments at the vil¬ 
lage Inn. Priceless statues of famous 
composers adorned the banqueting hall. 
These art works were lent expressly 
by the municipality of Vienna. 

In the center of the Tyrolese Village 
was an elaborate and beautifully dec¬ 
orated fountain which, st a signal by 
the Master of Ceremonies, spouted 
champalgno of the finest quality, drawn 


from $.800 bottles. The champagne bill 
In America, at 85 per bottle, would 
figure out $19,000 for this Item alone. 
Considering that practically the entir. 
village was Imported by Herr Krupp. 
and the Vienna Art Treasures were 
brought over with the utmost care, by 
special men. the dinner could not have 
cost lees than $60,tM). 

At tho Savoy this dinner has already 
passed into the traditions of the place. 
The dinner was attended by the Aus¬ 
trian Ambassador, Count Mensdorff, 
the Prince, and Princess of Schoenburg, 
Prince Lichtenstein, Prince Furst<t/ 
berg, and many other notabilities 

Historically, as wail as socially, the 
Vienna Mllllormlre choir has a remark¬ 
able record. It was originally founded 
In 1343. the idea for the organization 
orglnatlng with Dr. August ftchmldt, 
one of the best-known musical editors 
and critics Id Europe. Beginlng with 
only thirty members, the choir soon 
attracted the attention of musicians 
throughout Europe ond many famous 
composers Joined Its ranks. 

So high was the standard of ex¬ 
cellence In musical attainment that the 
choir soon won for itself recognition 
from the most distinguished composers 
of the day. Quite a number of famous 
musicians have actually dedicated cer¬ 
tain of their compositions to the 
Wiener Mahnergeeang Vereln. Among 
these are Schumann. Meyerbeer, 
Mendeltacfhn. Liszt, Wagner, Bruck¬ 
ner, Johann StrausB and others. Sev¬ 
eral of these composers were honorary 
members of the choir. 

• • • 

An Important Work. 
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One of the Important works under¬ 
taken by the choir has been the per¬ 
petuation of the memory of famous 
composers. In the "Studtpark." or 
principal park of Vienna, the choir 
erected In 1872 a magnificent marble 
monument to Franz Schubert, and the 
Schubert medal was also founded for 
the purpose of encouraging male choral 
mimic. 

Some of the most famous musicians 


of Vienna have considered themselves 
honored to be Identified with the Male 
Choir. Johann Ritter von Herbeck. 
director of the Imperial Opera and 
leader of the Court Orchestra w f aa one 
of the directors of the Millionaire Mu¬ 
sicians. while Eduard Kremser, tho 
distinguished composer. has been 
closely associated with the choir for 
many years. 

So much distinction has the choir 
won that the Emperor of Austria has 
often "commanded" It to sing before 
him, and on all 8tate and municipal 
occasions its services are requisitioned. 
At the Invitation of Prince Matter nUb 
some years years ago the choir sang 
before the Duchess of Kent, mother of 
Queen Victoria, and In 1867 they were 
Invited to assist at the musical festival 
on the occasion bf a visit from Na¬ 
poleon III. to Austria. 

On the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the choir Emperor Francis Joseph pre¬ 
sented the choir with a magnificent 
banner on which were the words; 

‘"Francis Josef—to the VIonna Male 
Choir." On the fiftieth annnlversary of 
the choir. In 1853, a truly wonderful 
musical pageant was held In honor of 
the company. This was attended by 
the Emperor of Austria, the King of 
Saxony ond other royal notabilities; 
while delegates from musical societies 
from all parts of the world attended 
the ceremonies. Thero w-ere representa¬ 
tives from New York and other cities 
of America, as well os from every Eu¬ 
ropean capital. 


A very noteworthy feature or the 
organization Is the fact thut all money 
they make In their various concerts 
Is devoted to charitable purposes. They 
have already contributed $240,000 to 
hospitals. The fund mado during the 
last visit to London from two concerts 
alone amounted to $4,645, which was 
divided equally between King Edward's 
Hospital fund and the Franz Joeef In¬ 
stitute of Vienna.

# Visits To Many Places. 


In the course of its travels the chotr 
has visited Venice, Constantinople, 
Egypt, Paris, London and Athens. The 
question of visiting America hus come 
up before the Executive Committee of 
tho choir several times, but the long 
Journey has been postponed from time 
to time. It Is possible, however, that 
the next time a universal exhibition Is 
held In the United States the prinoipal 
members of the choir will go over. 

Without doubt the Vienna Male Choir 
Is the most remarkable body of musical 
talent In the world, presenting as It 
does the strange spectacle of hundreds 
of monied men combining their diverg¬ 
ent Intereste to further the art of song, 
in many lines of business these tnen 
are fierce antagonists, but when travel¬ 
ing as members of the choir and man of 
music nil their differences are burled. 
In other words, harmony prevails 
among them In both senses of the word.

P ARIS, July 6 . —Grand Duke Cyril 
of Russia and his beuutlful 
wife, Melltta, the divorced 
Grand Duchess of Hesse, fled 
recently In precipitate haste from the 
French capital in order to escapo from 
the clutches of the bloodthirsty Rus¬ 
sian revolutionists who had under¬ 
taken to assassinate them and to bring 
their scalps, so to speak, to the lead¬ 
ers of the revolutionary party In Rus¬ 
sia The Parisian police for reasons 
best known to themselves have stren¬ 
uously endeavored to maintain strict 
secrecy regarding this sensational con¬ 
spiracy and exercised all their Influence 
to suppress all reports relating thereto 
in the French newspapers. The dcUlD. 
however, are well known to a select 
circle In Paris and are briefly as fol¬ 
lows: 

It Is well known that numerous 
members of the Russian Imperial fam¬ 
ily have left Ruesla to take up their 
residence abroad since the revolution¬ 
ary disturbances In their ow n country 
made life at home Insecure and scarce¬ 
ly worth living. Some of these Grand 
Dukes and Grand Duchesses are living 
in Paris, some in South Germany, soruo 
spend the greater part of their time In 
Rlviora and others (lit about from place 
to place In search of pleasure and dis¬ 
sipation.

A Boy and Girl Romance. 


It will he remembered that the re¬ 
cent marriage of this royal couple term¬ 
inated a love romance of many years* 
duration. Cyril and Melltta were boy 
and girl lovers at a period when both 
of them were In tholr teens. There were 
unfortunately political objections to 
their marriage and Melltta was com¬ 
pelled by unrelenting relatives to be¬ 
come the w’lfe of Grand Duke Ernest 
Louis of Hesse. She obeyed orders and 
contracted this matrimonial alliance for 
political reasons of state, but the mar¬ 
riage turned out to b«i extremely un¬ 
happy and ended la divorce. 

As soon os the divorce had been an¬ 
nounced Grand Duke Cyril, who had 
cajefully avoided the Hessian court 
after Melltta'a marriage. Immediately 
appeared at her maiden home In Co¬ 
burg and renewed his ardent declara¬ 
tions of love. Melltta hesitated to mar¬ 
ry agAln because this step would hove 
made It Impossible for her. under the 
terms of her divorce, ever to see h*r 
only child, the little Princess Elizabeth, 
to whom she was passionately attached. 
Princess Elizabeth, however, who lived 
with her father, was poisoned while 
visiting the Emperor and Empress of 
Kusala at Bklernkw Ids. Her tragic 
death removed Melltta* scruples re¬ 
garding remarriage, and she consented 
to become Cyril's wife. 

Just as they were completing the 
preparations for tholr wedding the Rus¬ 
so-Japanese War broke out and Cyril 
considered it his duty to rush to the 
front and take up arms In the cause of 
the Fatherland. Unlike tome other 
Grand Dukes who disgraced them- 
eelra by oewardice and riotous living 
at the front, Cyril, who was a naval 
fflloar, fought with great bravery. He 
Was on board Admiral Mokaroff's flag- 



long-deferred marriage with his first 
love Melltta except the prohibition of 
the Czar. The Czar prohibited the 
marriage for various reasons. First¬ 
ly, Cyril and Melltta are first cousins 
and the marriage of relatives of this do^ 
greo Is prohibited by tho Russian State 
Church. Secondly. Melltta’s flrst hus¬ 
band, the Grand Duke of Hesse, Is the 
Czarina's brother, and It would there¬ 
fore be extremely disagreeable to the 
Czarina If Cyril presented to her as his 
wife her 'own brother’s divorced con¬ 
sort. Finally there are considerations 
of State. Cyril stnnds high In the line 
of succession to the Russian crown. 
There la nothing between him and the 
Imperial crown of Russia but four In¬ 
secure lives, nor.e of w'hicb are worth 
much from the point of view' of a life 
Insurance company. These sxe the 
Czar, the Czar's weakly Infant son, the 
Czar’s consumptive unmarried brother 
and Cyril's own father, who Is an old 
man. Consequently Cyril may easily 
become Emperor of Russia, and It was 
considered undesirable that he should 
contract a merViage prohibited by the 
\ church or unite himself to a lsdy about 
whom scandalous things hnd been said 
In connection with her divorce. Cyril 
Ignored all th*s* obstacles and married 
Melltta at Munich. The Cz*r retaliated 
by expelling him from th© Russian 
army and navy and by ordering him 
never again to appear at the Russian 
court.

L ONDON. July L —The Royal So¬ 
ciety hus Just Issued a flrst re¬ 
port of some interesting experi¬ 
ments recently undertaken by 
two English men of science. Dr. 
Leonard Hill and Mr. M. Greon- 
wo«»d. with a view to ascortalning 
the effects of compressed air on the 
human system. Those experiment 
throw light upon some obscure points 
In physiology, but they have a practical, 
altogether apart from tholr medical or 
scientlfc, nspect. 

It Is,well known that dlvors cannot 
descend more than a certain depth be¬ 
low the surface of the water, primarily* 
because the diving dr©*s must havu 
compressed air Inside u Jn order to re¬ 
sist the pressure of water outside, and, 
roughly speaking, one atmosphere has 
to be forced In for every distance of 
thirty-four feet bel u w the level of the 
water. 

Thus at a depth of 170 feet a pressure 
of five atmospheres U necessary. F*w 
divers, however, have ever doscendol 
so far. The re%ud dive is 204 feet, and 
the unfortunate man who accomplished 
It paid for It with his life At depths 
of alout 100 itot a danger signal Is 
usually hoisted. Tha Adrnlialty adopt©! 
1.0 feel as the limit for their operators, 
but this has been surpassed many limes 
by men working for private Arms. 

There are heaps of buried treasure, 
some of which are located on charts, 
but with our present appliances It Is 
hopeless to attempt to recover them 
Any Improvement, therefore. In meth¬ 
ods of diving is of considerable Im¬ 
portance. 

Dr. Hill explained that Mr. Gre p- 
wood and hlmaelt luid be< n trying the 
effect of compress'd air upon them¬ 


selves. ond for this purpoea they had 
had constructed a lwge steel cylinder 
of rather more than 42 cubic feet ca¬ 
pacity. with a motor-driven pump for 
compression and taps for letting out 
the air, or, as it is calk'd, decompres¬ 
sion. 

They were subjected to a pressure of 
about flva atmospheres, equivalent to a 
depth of 170 feet. Mr. Greenwood suc¬ 
cessively resisted seven atmospheres, 
which meant that he could dive to a 
depth of considerably over 200 feet. They 
had previously tried experiments on 
various animals—dogs, cats, rats, mice 
and monkeys—and found that they 
could resist eight, nine, and even ten 
atmoephervs. 

As a result of their experiments they 
had uncurtained that clivers* deaths 
wore due to the fact Unit the men were 
brought to th© surface too rapidly. 
Time should be allowed for decompeea- 
eure and all would be well. 

Dr. Illll said hi* impression was that 
the functions of the body w**t© normal 
In compressed sir. Th-y stayed m the 
apparatus four or five hours, and meas¬ 
ured their respiration. t#ok notea of the 
state of tbe blood, and so forth. 

Dr. Hill said that no d«rubt men 
would go far deeper In the future than 
they hnd done. It would certainly bs 
less dangerous than looping the loop. 
They hnd o monkey who was sub¬ 
jected to eight atmospheres three times 
a wt-ek for four hours at a time, dur¬ 
ing a whole month, and he never had 
the slightest unfavorable symptom. 

Dr. Hill’s apparatus is a gteat 
boiler-like cylinder with a hole at the 
side scarcely bigger than the port-hoD 
of b strainer. Through this hole he 
creep* with ‘’md 1 i.vd- difficulty and 
lies at fun l» n th on » muttr*\as In¬ 
side. while an Iron clamp l« Axed with 
greats nuts sorted tight by * giant 
spanner.

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B ERLIN.- Berlin may Justly l»e 
called the musical center of 
the world. I/ist year there 
were held in this city over 800 
conoerts—an average of from five to 
•even every night. This was exclusive 
of the operas, of which there are three 
that run eleven month* In the year, 
with a repertoire Including practically 
every ‘opera that was ever written. A 
number of the more popular Wag¬ 
nerian pieces, such as Lohengrin. 
Tannbauser and the Melneniitigcr, 
were given several times. Last season 
every noted ‘cellist was heard In Ber¬ 
lin inside of four weeks, while 150 of 
the world's most famous pianists, and 
practically all the great violinists of 
Europe, appeared here during the con¬ 
cert period. 

Berlin ha a 130 musical si bools, and 
the American pupils In these Ins.ltu- 
Uona outnumber every other national¬ 
ity except the Germans. Every year 
we send over about 2,500 students, 
whose total annual expenditures are 
estimated to be from two to three mil¬ 
lion dollars. When It Is % considered 
that Berlin Is only one of many mu¬ 
sical .centers In Europe to which* we 
send scholars. It will be seen that our 
national outlay in this respect Is enor¬ 
mous. 'Aside from providing the bulk 
of the patronage hor European con- 
aervwtoiieo, the United States is the 
most profitable field for foreign per¬ 
formers. Every artist who can secure 
continental Indorsement at ohee makes 

for America to realize his harvest.

Plano Is Most Popular. 

There are more students taking piano 
than either violin or vocal; probably 
as many of the first named as both nf* 
the others together. American-mad ‘ 
pianos rank with the best produod by 
any nation, and are used by moat of 
the great teachers and performer* of 
Europe Xaver S Imrwenka is prob¬ 
ably better known to Amertcxn* than 
any other piano instructor. He is a 
Jolly, fat herb* sort of man. who e ac¬ 


quaintance Is not at all confined to the 
people of any one nationality. Not long 
ago two young girls coming all the way 
from Now ft*>iland to study, know little 
about the many other shining lights in 
the musical world of Berlin, but they 
asked Immediately for Scharwenka. 

Among the great plan lata Pader¬ 
ewski is doubtless more popular In 
America t.han any other. He Is the 
greatest advertiser of them all and has 
probably earned more money than any 
other performer on this Instrument. He 
made UnO.OOu on his first trip to the 
United States, and even now commands 
$5,000 for a stogie performance. But It 
must not h* understood that the earlier 
pianists did not earn large sum* of 
money. Frans Llstt was the premier 
pianist, and although ho earned enor¬ 
mous sums, he was *•» extravagant that 
he never saved a cent. Probably hU 
most profitable performance was one In 
8t. Petersburg where he received $11,000 
for a single engagement. Mozart, who 
was the most spontaneous genius and 
greatest all-round muslctah that ever 
lived, died of poverty nt the age of 
thirty-five. Hud his works been pro¬ 
tects and exploited according to pres¬ 
ent standards, the earn.ngs from hi* 
talent would have amounted to million*. 

While he lai* nothing like the tech¬ 
nique at several well-known contem¬ 
poraries. IVAlbert la at present the 
drawing card among the pianists In 
Berlin When the brilliant Frenchman 
toured America the venture was lit¬ 
tle better than a failure. It a’em* thit 
th* 1 adverse critic tarn he received at 
that time hid a good effect on h m f t 
he rolled up his Sleeves and went At 
hla practlsng until hi* playing stow d 
a pronounced Improvement. Aside 
from hla talent, he Is a chargeler In 
hlmeelf. He wears his hair long and 
throw* it back from h‘s face Uke a ll->n 
shaking hla mane. HU clothe* look a» 
though they were mi le for some O e 
two.or three sixes !a;ger than h itself. 
Notwithstanding that he ha> b *en m r- 
ricd four time*. D A bert it *tll a ve y 
joung man. When he Went to have the 
birth of hi* first boy registered he 
looked so young that the ofTic.a.s avked 
him -Why did not you not send t.*e 
father of the vhdd?"

The experiment was tried 
again and again with both Chopin and 
Beethoven, but a* many times he suc¬ 
ceeded In demonstrating that he had 
the masters at hie fingers* ends 
Leschetlzkl has the reputation of be- 
Ing so crabbed and Irritable that those 
who have not bern to him have a hor¬ 
ror at the first Interview. When Fan¬ 
ny Bloomfield Zeialer, the well-known 
American pianist, first played In hla 
studio he stormed and railed at her. 
telling her she had better go home and 
study the rudiments of music before 
she came to him for Instruction. Mrs. 
Zelsler listened calmly through hi* 
tirade, and when he had talked him¬ 
self out. she told him that if he had 
entirely finished she wanted to Like

Joachim Objects To Interviews. 

Joachim, the grout violinist. Is an¬ 
other nervous and Irritable person¬ 
ality. Me I* now seventy-five years of 
age and ho* been before the public 
since he was eight years old. He Is 
like Liszt in his distaste for interview*, 
and one must bo properly heralded to 
be well received. Like all the great 
artist*, Joachim will not take begin¬ 
ners. Once a young American, fresh 
from the back wood*, applied to him 
for Instruction. The master asked him 
how much progress he had made, and 
the boy replied that he was not ad¬ 
vanced at ail "Can’t you play any¬ 
thing?” queried Joachim, hi* temper 
rising at being approached by a nov¬ 
ice.

It is estimated that the least upon 
which an American student can meet 
expenses abroad ls $1,000 a year, and 
to become properly trained one sn • . d 
stay not less than four years, so that 
$5,000 ls about the minimum for tvhlcb 
a foreign musical education can be con¬ 
sistently obtained. But no matter hovr 
much money a student may be willing 
to spend. It does not follow that he wlH 
be able to receive Instruction from the 
best artists. Unless a pupil is par* 
tlcularly well advanced he ls quits 
likely to be turned over to one of the 
assistants of the great teachers. These 
assistants generally give less proficient 
Instruction than might be had in Amer¬ 
ica for half the price. 

It Is certain that A merican s who 
want to play merely for pleasure of 
their family or friends have no occa¬ 
sion to coins to Europe for Instruction- 
Even if they do acquire unusual ability 
from their foreign experience they can¬ 
not put it to any use at home. Any 
person who Invest* from $5,000 to $10,- 
000 In a musical education has small 
chance of realizing on the investment 
Nearly all the successful performers of 
the present time have pronounced 
business ability along with their artis- 
tlc skill, and It Is generally conceded 
that a combination of these trait* is 
essential to suocess when counted from 
a financial standpoint 
• • • 

Why Not Study At Homsf 

One of the arguments that is *ei 
forth to Induce people to come to Eu¬ 
rope to study ls the musical atmos¬ 
phere that Is provided in tho conti¬ 
nental centera Here concerts are so 
numerous that they are veritably an 
embarrassment of richness. But there 
1* really no occasion for the American 
to leave home to hear the best in¬ 
formers, because all of the preralel| 
artists Invariably And their way to ■ 
United States. 

Although it has long been presumed 
that Europe has a monopoly on all 
things musical, the fact remains that 
the average mu»!c-lovlng American has 
no need to go abroad, either for In¬ 
struction or for entertainment. When 
Indulgent fathers and mothers get over 
the idea that It ls fashionable to send 
their daughters to Europe, their atten¬ 
tion may be focussed upon the fact 
that home institutions are offering them 
equal facilities at much less cost.

Neglected Grave of a Pioneer Educator. 


A Kentuckian Who Has Started 156 Papers 
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•eg^. and It wo* upon hts motion that 
the college was named In honor of 
Washington. In those days the terri¬ 
tory ui* stolil Infested with a tribe of 
hostile Indiana 

Samuel Doak. the founder and Arst 
president of Washington College, cams 
to Tennessee from Virginia. His pa¬ 
rents came to this country from the 
north of Ireland. He was graduated 
from Princeton College In 1776. He 
studied theology and became the 
“apostle of learning and religion" to 
this region. The college was within ths 
territory of the Wataura Adulation, 
famous as the Arst attempt at free gov¬ 
ernment on the part of native Ameri¬ 
cans. For thirty-eight years ttamuel 
Doak was at the head of Washington 
College. The Institution which was thus 
fostered and maintained through years 
Of * , eal struggle on the part of the 
American people. Is a grand monu¬ 
ment to the memory of the venerable 
pioneer, but during all the years that 
have passed since his death .his grave 
Us* laid in a state of neglect, being un¬ 
marked *ave by a rud* sing that rover* 
thv top of the mound, and which slab 
bore an inscription relating hrlefiy hi* 
achievements In a wilderness section 
of »-ountry. but which Inscription has 
Teen rendered illegible by the mutations 
of time.

Samuel Doak wo* the r*«n who 
blazed the way In this, then wilderne-s 
region, and established here s system 
of educutlon und»‘r the auspices of the 
Presbyterian church that was destined 
to betome noted In the history of the 
< ountry In the early days of the re¬ 
public Washington College. Arst known 
a* Martin Academy, having been chsr- 
mred ns nn academy In 1783 and a* a 
college In 17S5, became the center of ed¬ 
ucation for maJty States of the Union, 
so Puu it la not necessarily regarded as 


a wonder Ihnt «t one time there were 
in the two to’use* of Congress twenty- 
five men who had gradua ed from 
Washington CoMege In lyl* "Winning 
of the West.’* Theodore Kor.e'elt says 
of this very school that Washington 
College was “the first real institution 
of learning west of the Alleghanles” 
Tha Scotch-Irish settler# had scarce¬ 
ly reared their cabin* In upper Eust 
Tennessee before this, then "log col¬ 
lege." was built In the wilderness- Sam¬ 
uel Doak was not only an educator, but 
a patriot, and It wag his prayer thst 
Inspired the heroes of King » mountain 
when they left Sycamore Shoals to fight 
what proved to be the decisive battle of 
the War of the Revolution.

the modern housewife can fathom. 
jlovevvisr, there are homes even In 
this luxurious ago where water must 
•till be carried. This is most fre¬ 
quently the case in tho country house, 
especially the older ones that have 
not been remodeled. It Is important, 
therefore, to adopt the simplest and 
easiest ways of supplying each bedroom 
with the necessary washing apparatus. 

In most country homes the wash- 
stands nr« no longer massive mahog¬ 
any or oak structures, hard to move 
and easily spoiled by careless slop¬ 
ping over of wuter. Even In the 
handsomest bedrooms the light white 
enameled stand u used, sometimes 
with toilet articles tp match, again 
with those of earthenware or porce¬ 
lain. 

Simple Designs for Stands 

There !a not much variety In these 
stands; the simpler they are In design 
the better, occasionally they come 
with brass trimmings, but this does 
not prove very serviceable. As a rule, 
though, they consist of an oblong 
open stand, sometimes with a back 
ledtf* to keep the wall from being 
splashed, often with simply a rod. Oc¬ 
casionally a narrow shelf Is attached 
to this ledge, and usually thore is an 
under shelf, but everything Is kept as 
open and sanitary as possible. Fre¬ 
quently the top Is plain, but more pop¬ 
ular are those with an opening tor a 
wash-basin. 

The beat looking of these enamel

sue; but they also come either with 
two holes for double tollot sets, or only 
largo enough to bold a pitcher and 
basin. 

Tits former has no special recommen¬ 
dation except for u boarding achool or.

The small stands, on the other hand, 
lack the quiet elegance of tho regular 
size and some whs 1 resemble a make¬ 
shift. Many of them have uto pitcher 
resting on tha under shelf while some 
have a basin provided with a stopper, 
whloh runovod allow a ;hq water to fait 
into rt waste Jar ueneath. 

Comer stands of enamel are both at¬ 
tractive and convenient, as they oc¬ 
cupy little space. 

For the Children's Koom 

Very cunning low washntands are pro- fthLT-Tto 1 
vided for the children's room. These < 

come in blue enamel, with a round or 
oval howl, small pitcher, soap dish, 
sponge cup and toothbrush holder to 
match. Very attractive was a child's 
stand of bamboo, with a blue or white 
glass toilet set In mlnlaturo shapes. 

There are also dainty httle sets In 
crackle ware, with colored edge or with 
Mother Goose figures. 

Toilet sots of cut then Ware or porce¬ 
lain. In plain colors to mutch the fur¬ 
nishings of the room, are prettier on 
these stands than the enamel ware that 
Is must frequently used with thorn. 

They can be bought in dull blue, green, 
red. yellow or pink, and are a charm¬ 
ing finish to a room. 

As hot water Is a most necessary 
article for the toilet, the thoughtful 
hostess has the maid leave a can of It 
outside each bedroom door every morn¬ 
ing Fascinating watering cans, with 
a jointed apout. enameled In colors, 
come for this purpose; some with lids, 
others with a hair shield over the top& 

They vary In size from those holding 
a quart of water to the big two-gallon 
cans for the bath. 

For the house without a bathroom, 
a portablo tub of white enamel tin la 
essential for each room. These may be 
slipped under tha bed when not In use. 
where they ore hidden by the voianca. 

Collapsible tubs of rubber are also used, 
and a small foot tub Is s convenience. 

When the water must be carried from 
the house to be emptied, covered gal¬ 
vanized slop-pails should be chosen.

If there is any chance 
of your being detained at the last mo¬ 
ment. send your regret*. Yachta, even 
mure than country borne*, have Inelas¬ 
tic aocommodatlons, and you muet give 
your hoet ample time to invUe some¬ 
one to take your place.

Second — What to Taka 
If you are not acquainted Intimately 
with your host and hostess and the 
character of the boat, make tactful in¬ 
quiries and pack accordingly. On the 
average yacht anything larger than a 
steamer trunk Is an abomination. Sev¬ 
eral suit oases or bags are bettor still. 
On a steam yacht, with Its luxurious 
deck and awn] nge, you need only a rain 
ooax In Che way of rough weather cloth¬ 
ing. If you find that it Is customary to 
dross for dinner, be sure to take a deo- 
ollete dinner gown of a material Uke 
ompe or soft clinging ailk. Wash mate¬ 
rials are a nuisance on a eea trip. X 
•erge or mohair shirt-waist suit, with 
Jacket to match, will be most useful, 
and you ahould have canvas shoes with 
rubber sole*, or have rubber heels fast¬ 
ened on your oxford ties before you step 
on ths deck, which Is your host's Joy 
and pride, and which oi dinary shoes 
will scratch. You can take your own 
cap, though ths boat's locker Is gener¬ 
ally supplied with theas in plenty. 
Brooked glasses. If your eyes suffer 
from tha glare of sun on water, and 
a veil of sewing silk mesh Instead of 
ohlffon complete your every-day attlra 
Only In very hot weather can duck or 
linen suits be worn at eea or on a largo 
iaka Take all of your own toilet arti¬ 
cles, night dress, klmona or wrapper 
and bedroom slipper a plenty of such 
trifles as handkerchief*, clean neck¬ 
wear, pins, needles, thread, hajrplns. 
etc. Bea or lake air takes th# Ilf# out 
of lln#n and requires frequent changes 
If you would look fresh. Hav# with 
you a remedy for sea-sickness If you 
fear this, son # beadache powders and 
eau ds cologne, also your favorite skin 
lotion for sunburn. On a sailing boat a 
heavy skirt and coat aro required, for 
in racing water often sweeps over tho 
deck. 

Third. — When You Arrive, 

If your boet Informs you in th# invi¬ 
tation that you ar# to start tor the port 
where his boat has anchored on a cer¬ 
tain train, your responsibility ends 
when you board that train. If your 
host does not Join you at the depot 
from which you start, you buy your 
own ticket and look after your own 
luggage. If he does meet you, you will 
find him armed with your railroad tick¬ 
et and b# will take charge of your lug- 
gaga if your hoet meets you neither 
at depot nor landing, he Will be at the 
head of the gangway when you reach 
the yacht, and will Immediately present 
you to the chaperon. For this trip wear 
a natty traveling suit. 

Fourth.—On Board. 

The cabin steward will take your 
bags, stow your property In the vari¬ 
ous lockitrs and remove your empty 
baga Change at once to the oostume 
you txpeot to wear on deck. Ascertain 
the meal 1 louts and be punctual. On 
deck remember this yacht Is probably 
it* owner's prida Be interested In It 
Bear in mind that a guest never In¬ 
trudes in quarters occupied by the eaIl¬ 
ona Never remain on deck after the 
chaperon has given the signal to re¬ 
tire That Is the privilege of the men 
only. Do not expect to entertain or be 
entertained every minute of the day. 
One is permuted to rest on board a 
yacht. 

Fifth—Deport ora 

The cabin steward will bring your 
Nigs to your stateroom on the morning 
when you expect to leava It Is cus¬ 
tomary to tip the cabin steward and 
the salon steward, both. Often one man 
et-rvee In the two capacities From a 
dollar to five dollars Is the tip. aooord- 
fng to the length of the trip. Five dol¬ 
lars Is considered a liberal tip for a 
week's sail. Do not tip during the trip, 
but at Its finish. Don your traveling 
gown for leaving the boat. If the sail¬ 
ing mast er and mate have been par¬ 
ticularly obliging, you may bid them a 
courteous farewell, and unless your 
host Is returning to town with you. he 
Naves you either at ths gangway or at 
the depot, where he mar go to s*e you 
safely on the tratn. When the boat an¬ 
chors at a city landing, your host will 
place you in a cab or the oar as your 
purse and fancy dictate, and from that 
moment you pay your own fare. 

A bread and butter note Is due your 
yachting host as well as your week-end 
hostess In the country. Mall this with¬ 
in forty-eight hours of your arrival at 
home. _ _ A

Boll for five min¬ 
utes. then set In oven for thtrty-flv% 
minutes, being careful to haste the 
cucumbers once In a while. Remoftrst 
place on a hot dish, pour entire con* 
tents of pan over it, sprinkle with 4 
little chopped parsley and serve. 

Rice Croquettes With Currant*^ 
Place five ounces of well-cleaned rice 
In & saucepan with a half pint of 
water, two sollspoonfula of salt, and 
let boll for fifteen minutes. Then adi 
two cupfuls of milk, four tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar, the rind of a sound lcm- 
op and a tsaspoonful of vanilla. Light¬ 
ly mix and let gently boll for forty 
minutes longer. Add two ounces of 
well-picked currants, lightly mix and 
cook for fifteen minutes. Add two egg 
yolks, sharply mix for two niUnites, 
remove the pan from the fine and take 
up the lemon peel. Place the rice on 
a dish, let It get cold and divide Into 
twelve equal parts, giving them nice 
cake forms. Dip In beaten egg, the*, 
lightly roll In fresh bread crumbs, fry 
In boiling fat for six minutes and drain 
on a cloth. 

Imperial Rice—Cold Dessert.—-Thor¬ 
oughly wash three ounces of god rice 
In several changes of fresh water. 
Drain It thoroughly, place In a sauce¬ 
pan with three cupfuls of cold milk, a 
snttspoonful of salt, a teaspoonful of 
vanilla and five 1 able#poonful* of gran* 
ulated sugar. Place the pan on the 
fire and let slowly boll for forty-flv# 
minutes, being careful to stir at the 
bottom with a wooden spoon frequentl> 
to prevent burning. For a rich dvssert 
add six candled cherries cut in small 
dice, two candled apricots, two can¬ 
dled pearo Mix well, add the yalkt 
of tnp eggs and mix well again for 
five minutes. Remove from fire and 
add four table©|x>onfuls of whipped 
cream, gently mixing with the rice. 
Lightly wet a pudding mold with cold 
water, drop In the rice, set the 
In a basin with oracked lot aroubA 
and allow to cool for two hours. 
Serve cold. The candled fruits may be 
omitted If desired* following the re¬ 
mainder of the recipe Just es it Is 
given.

STATE ENCAMPMENT 

AT HENDERSON 


Paris, July 14.—As a fitting epilogue 
to the acquittal of Alfred Dreyfus, M. 
Philip Bunau-Varilla to-day gave the 
Associated Press a remarkable story 
of how he first discovered positive proof 
of Dreyfus’ Innocence and the guilt of 
Major Count Esterhaxy. a story hereto¬ 
fore known only to a few Intimates. In¬ 
cluding Dreyfus, who said during u re¬ 
cent dinner here that while the estab¬ 
lishment of hi# Innocence was attrib¬ 
uted to many cause®, M. Bunau-Vnril- 
la’s chance detection of the counterfeit 
bordereau, or the main document on 
whl**h the prosecution relied, was the 
real cause of the triumph of Justice. 

Tho Interview occurred at the resi¬ 
dence of M. Bunau-Varilla, where his 
study Is hung with souvenirs of his 
services with the late Count de Les?»*pa 
and os Minister of Panama at Wash¬ 
ington, and more recently of his strug¬ 
gle In behalf of a sea-level canal. 

• • • 

Not the Same Handwriting. 

"Yes,” said M. Bunau-Varilla. “a 
document among those old records w as 
the basis of the whole Dreyfus agita¬ 
tion. and was Instrumental In his final 
acquittal. Dreyfus and I entered the 
polytechnic school together In 1878. I 
recall his very characteristic Jewish 
look, which was rather dnpreposse-s- 
J Ing. But he wn* a good fellow and a 
companionable student. Our ways part- 
l on our graduation, he going Into tho 
army and I becoming a Government en¬ 
gineer. We seldom came together after 
Jthat, but unce, chancing to meet him on 
Ethe Avenue Montaigne, we chatted 

J about a project which I was directing 
for the development of tho French 
' Congo. Later Dreyfus wrote to me. 

* asking for Information about the 
. project, fo* the jmrpose of writing a 
[ geographical study upon the French 
possessions In Africa. Through an 
loverslght the letter remained unanswer¬ 
ed. It was some.years later that Drey¬ 
fus was arrested and convicted before 
fa secret court-martial. I first thought 
• he was a victim of the prevailing anti- 
Semitic sentiment, but the conviction 
l appeared to establish his guilt. Hap¬ 
pening afterward to dine with my 
brother Maurice, proprietor of the 
Matin, he spoke of having a photo¬ 
graphic reproduction of the bordereau 
constituting the only proof upon which 
Dreyfus was convicted. All the official 
photographs of the bordereau had been 
scrupulously traced and returned to 
the court, but someone had Ingenious¬ 
ly photographed one of the photo¬ 
graphs. and this was delivered to my 
brother, with the Idea tnat Its publica¬ 
tion would prevent further assertion® 
that Dreyfus was innocent. However. 
Maurice decided not to publish it. as 
he did not wish to again call public at¬ 
tention to Dreyfus, who was then con¬ 
sidered to be a vile traitor. 

”Wh«n my brother spoke of the bor¬ 
dereau. the idea flashed across my mind 
that 1 might compare the document 
with* something written by Dreyfus 
during our school days. I finally found 
tho old. unanswered letter In which 
Dreyfus asked for Information relative 
to the Congo.” 

M. Hunau-Vurflla then show’ed the 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
a letter written on note paper In & deli¬ 
cate handwriting in w'hlch Dreyfus 
asked his old school friend to give him 
information about the Congo, for a 
geographical study. By the side of this 
letter M. Bunau-Varilla placed the 
bordereau, which he still possesses.

Long u %” First. 

"I began a careful comparison of the 
bordereau and Dreyfus’ Congo letter,” 
he continued. ’’The first glance gavo 
me the Impression that they were In 
tho same handwriting, but suddenly I 
observed something which caused me 
profound astonishment In Dreyfus’ 
letter to me tho words having a double 
V were written with a long *s* first 
und a short V second, whertaa in the 
bordereau It wtu. Just the reverie* The 
short ’s’ was first and tho long V sec¬ 
ond. I myself write a double ’s’ with a 
long ’s’ first I tried to reverse the let¬ 
ters. but It was Impossible. It was like 
a right handed man trying to write with 
his left hand. My broth* r made an in¬ 
dependent comparison of the bordereau 
and the letter und reached the same 
conclusion, namely that the handwrit¬ 
ing of the letter about th* Congo was 
not that of the bordereau. A® together 
we realized this discovery wv felt as 
though un earthquake had shaken us 
"Maurice Immediately announced h»« 
determination to publish the pnoto- 
graphod bordereau that everyone pos¬ 
sessing letters written by Dreyfus 
would be able to make com pail sons 
and the following day tho people gem-r- 
ally and the Dreyfus family in particu¬ 
lar saw for the first time what has 
since been known a® the bordereau 
From tho appearance of that photo¬ 
graph of the bordereau dates almost 
everything known as’the Dreyfus af¬ 
fair. Everything of importance which 
followed was In consequence of that 
discovery and the publication of the 
photograph of the bordereau But the 
three capital consequences were: 

•'First—The Dreyfus family were al¬ 
lowed to see the mystery .and the only 
proof on which Dreyfus was convicted, 
and they were thus able to make com¬ 
parisons establishing the Innocence of 
Dreyfus.

Aunt Tessa, owned by Capt. J. T. 
AA'tliums, of Louisville, and rid¬ 
den by Jockey Sewell, won the rich 
Brighton Handicap at Brighton Beach 
this afternoon before & crowd whTch 
completely overtaxed the facilities at the 
seaside track. The Western colt went to 
the post at $ to 2 In (he betting, being 
second choice to Dandelion, the favorite, 
at 4 to 1. The crowd was estimated at 
60,000. 

Proeslng the winner hard at the finish 
was First Mason, who finished second, 
beaten by a neck A length farther back 
and taking the short end of the puree was 
Toko Ion. the winner of the Brooklyn Han¬ 
dicap. All three horse* that finished In 
the money are owned by Western men. 
Flrpt Mason was at 10 to 1 In the betting, 
while 20 to 1 was freely given against 
tbo chance* of Tokalon 
Ram's Horn'* victory was very popular, 
for ho was probably tho most heavily- 
played horse In the race, and the only ono 
to be backed down from the opening 
quotations. The first price laid against 
him was 5 to 1. and despite the golden 
stream which poured In on Dandelion, 
Whimsical. Flip Flap and seevra! other* 
of the most fancied horses, the weight of 
the play on Ram's Horn forced the book¬ 
makers to cut to 9 to 1 
The tlmo of tho race was 2:03 3-5. which, 
while not threatening Broomstick's world 
record of 2:02 4-5 made In this race two 
year* ago. 1* considered very fast for the 
mile and a quarter.

Go Between, the winner of tho Sub¬ 
urban. could not run to-day because of 
the protest which wa* lodgvd against him 
by Frank R. Hitchcock, owner of Dan¬ 
delion. 

Despite his bad luck in all his races this 
year Dundelldn was muds favorite to-day.

S O OFTEN have the layer* df odds 
at the local tracks been taught 
by experience that the stable of 
horse* trained by Robert Tucker, 
for W. Harry Hnntn, brother and chief 
heir to the hue Chpt. a 8 Brown. Is 
more dangerous to their bank rolls thun 
any on the Eastern turf, that a "killing ‘ 
of monumental proportion* on Penarrt*, 
tn the opening race was avoided solely be¬ 
cause the bookmakers dev lined to toko 
the money, says the New York Herald. 

One reason assigned wna that they had 
not enough public money In on other 
horses to offset possible kisses on Penar- 
ri». Another reason given was that the 
colt wu* to wear blinkers yesterday, 
which he had not done in either of his two 
previous races. Still another was that he 
was ridden yesterday by a llghtwHght 
Jockey, turn to the local turf, but who 
ha* already. In two days, shown that even 
Miller Is not his superior. 

All tfhese things combined to make the 
layer* refuse the proffered wagers hurled 
at them by ernissiuioa from the heavy 
bettor* In the clubhouse and paddock, 
and. though the odds steadily shortened. 
It was not so much because of money 
actually laid urn because the bookmaker* 
saw a chance to "get it In cheap"—I. e„ 
to make Penarris’ barkers take as short 
odd* n* they would bo sattslWd with.

T OM SHARKEY, the erstwhile 
heavyweight pugilist, who. be¬ 
sides knocking out some of the 
best heavyweight flght.-Y# li\ thl* 
country in hi* prise-ring career, gave 
the champion, Jeffrie*, the battle of hla 
life at Coney Island eight year* ago. Is 
quoted as saying that the prlxe-flghter* 
of to-day do not Impress him very much 
with their gameness in the ring, write* 
Hat Masterson. 

While the ex-miin-o'-wtiratnun has 
never pretended to be a great philosopher, 
he nevertheless fire# off a good many 
wise sayings whenever he ts In a talka¬ 
tive mood. In asserting tHfct the present 
crop of prime-fighters, or at least many 
of thorn, lack gameneoa In the ring, the 
ex-nailor show* that he is a close ob¬ 
server of prlxe-rln* event*, and ha* 
gltvn the subject of pugilism no little 
amount of careftal study 
Anyone who has watched the average 
tighter of to-day perform in the ring, 
and especially wbon confronted with a 
tough opponent, must have discovered a 
woeful lack of aggrraslvencss on the 
l«art of one of the principals, and In many 
instances on the part of both. It Is a 
rare thing now to see two scrapper* go 
Into the ring, even for a six-round battle, 
and Mtand up and exchange blows until 
one goes down or retreat*. 

In almost every caoe as soon as the 
men step to the center of the ring, botn 
start In to Addle and feint, ami when a 
lead ts finally made it usually results In 
a clinch, out of which neither man will 
come until pried out by the referee. 

It is contended by some authorities on 
pugilism that this Is a sctontlflc way to 
fight, and that fighters would be very 
foolish to stand up and slug and take a 
chance of being knocked out when they 
could avoid It by cUnchlng. Willing fight¬ 
ers can stand up and fight sclent ideally 
without clinching and holding, a* the 
lighter# do now, and whenever a game 
fighter goes Into the ring he will Invari¬ 
ably be found doing that very thing 
It 1* only the hare-hearted prise-flnittcr 
who Is found either sparring u»r u conch 
or running away once the hnttls is on. 
rew of tho topnotcher# of the |rtl;*» ruig a 
decade ago ever resorted to clinching 
and "tin conning' around the 1 mg ...i the 
fighters do nowadays. Any tighter who 
would not stand up and mix matters 
when the opportunity war offered uould 
not get a match from the club managers, 
because no one would pay the price to 
see him tight. 

• • • 

Rare Thing a Decade Ago. 

During the days of the California Club, 
In San Francisco, and the Olympic Chib, 
in New Orleans (and It may be said that 
they were the days when real champion¬ 
ship battles were fought) It wa* a very 
rare thing to see a man clinching and 
holding or dodging out of fighting dis¬ 
tance. The spectator* would not stand 
for that style of milling, and any fighter 
who attempted to practice It soon lost 
caste with the public. Thera wens, of 
course, a few prlxc-rlng muU*. even In 
those days, but the public was never of ion 
afflicted with their preeenco In the ring. 

Tho present crop of prise fighters, most 
of whom have sprung up In the last four 
or five years, with very few exceptions, 
are rank cheaters In the ring They start 
out to win the contest on point*, and the 
number of points they make are, as a 
general thing, mode when they are in a 
clinch by tapping each other on the buck 
or In a feeble effort to whip up a clout to’ 
the bead. 

Those slaps they term kidney 
punches, and they would like to hav* you 
believe that they wor* real effective 
blows, when In reality there 1* never force 
enough behind one of them to crack an 
egg sit ell. 

Aftnr a boxing enthusiast sit* through 
a six-found contest of thl* sort of'flghiing 
he usually leave* the club building wish¬ 
ing deep down In hi* hsarf that the than

1 gave hliu three new balls. 

"The first one he tossed landed on the 
top of a shed The second dropped Into 
the lake. The third was thrown some dl* 
lance from where 1 stood, but 1 made a 
run for It and reached for It, but the 
ball tipped the ends of my fingers. Though 
1 had no gloves on (we didn't wear 'em 
then), the ball did not sting my hand a* 
much us many I had caught In center 
field. 

"I have no doubt that th» feat of catch¬ 
ing a thrown ball from the top of fhe 
monument can be accomplished, but It 
should I*e thrown out from It. and the 
boll ought to be black.
